HOW CALLAHAN ESCAPED.

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 17.—James, alias ‘* Red,’’ 
Callahan, who escaped from the Tombs 
Prison in New York, is now occupying a 
cell in the St. Louis Moldover, and declares 
he will not go back to New York. He says 
that as he is wanted there merely for a 
misdemeanor requisition papers cannot be 


secured for him. 

Callahan to-day related to Chief Desmond 
the details of his remarkable escape. ‘‘ My 
escape occurred more than seven months 
ago. I was sentenced to serve a term of 
sixty days for assaulting a policeman. My 
wife and I had a little difference, and the 
policeman interfered. I whipped the po- 
iceman, and that’s why 1 was sent to 
prison. 

**My work as a plumber and formerly as 
a sailor is what permitted my escape. I 
had been in Jall but eighteen days when 1 
escaped. I had been put to work inside the 
stockade..doing plumbing repairs. The 
stocKade wall is of brick and stone, and is 
about 35 feet high. There was a big pilé 
of waste material inside ‘the stockade ready 
to be carted off to the junk shop. In this 
pile were a number of pieces of iron gas 
pipe, and seldom could a piece longer than 
three feet be found. But it was from this 
junk pile that I made my ladder of escape. 
“My experience as a sailor, for I was 
attached to the navy for three years, until 
Was twenty-one years old, stood me in 
stead, and I easily climbed this iron pole 
hand over hand. 

“I went out to South, Dakota, and there 
I got a divorce from my wife. I had in- 
tended to go back to New York sometime, 
but I 5 not intend f& go back now and go

DALLAS, Texas, Dec. 17.—Six hundred 
delegates attended the State convention 
held in DallaS*to-day to devise means for 
combatting the work of the boll weevil in 
Texas cotton-growing districts. Papers 
were read by the most prominent scientific 
experts of the State, and general dis- 
cussion was held by farmers, merchants, 
and public men. Committees were appoint- 
ed to promote the interests of the cotton 
and other farm crops. Legislation was 


advised, including an appropriation’ of $15,- 
000 annually to aid the State ricultural 
and Mechanical College in spreading knowl- 
ee on insect pests to the farmers of the 
tate. 
It was estimated that boll weevils have 
injured Texas cotton crops more than $50,- 
,000 in the last five years. Laws were 
asked for to stop the killing of birds, as it 
was clearly demonstrated by the scientific 
men that the increase in insect pests in 
Texas were largely due to the slaughter of 
birds that formerly destroyed the insects.

It is said that the reason that impels 
these giant corporations to entertain merger 
propositions is that the control of the rail- 
road ‘‘ community of interest ’’ in the trans- 
portation lines by the Morgan syndicate 
places even the largér independent plants 
in a disadvantageous position regarding 
the receipt 6f raw materials and the dis- 
tribution of the finished product. 

It is pointéd out that even should the 
great independent plant of the Pittsburg 
district build a railroad to the lakes it 
would be handicapped-in the delivery of 
shipments by slow water transportation 
and also’shut out of the markets at cer- 
tain seasons of the year. While it would 
be possible. to obtain ores and fuel by the 
lake routes, the distribution of the product 
of the mills would inevitably suffer when 
the congestion now existing in traffic con- 
ditions is relieved.

| CARACAS CITIZENS’ APPEAL 


Note to Castro Asked Him to Give Full 
Power to Minister Bowen to End

CARACAS, Dec. 17.—It has been decided 
that the Venezuelan difficulty shall be are 
bitrated, and the discussion of tenfhs of set- 
tlement is now going on, : 

United States Minister Bowen will uh- 
doubtedly be one of the arbitrators. 

The Government feared that ‘ edercive 
measures would follow the establishment of 
the blockade. 

The leading citizens of Caracas have ad- 
dressed a Joint note to President Castro 
asking him te give full powers to United 
States Minister Bowen to effect a termina- 
tion of the difficulty, 

This note was transmitted#to President 
Castro at 1 o'clock this afternoon. ‘It is 
signed by all the leading merchants, bank- 
ers, and agriculturists of Caracas, It truly 
reflects the.consensus of opinion among 
the business element of this city. 

The men who signed the note met 
again to-night to discuss ways and means 
of obtaining money with which Venezuela 
can meet her obligations, as well as the 
suarantees which it will be possible to of- 
fer to her creditors. 

The note is as follows: 

“Caracas, Dec, 17, 1902: 
“To the President of the United States of 
Venezuela: : 

“Sir: The undersigned, haying met with 
the purpose of offering their aid to the 
Government of Venezuela in the present 
conflicting situation, which hasbeen cre- 
ated by the aggressive attitude of Germany 
and Great Britain, and. upon your request 
to give our opinions in writing, we address 
you in the following terms: 

““In view of the acts of violence already 
committed and of the absolute impotence of 
Venezuela to méet force with force in 
response to the allied action of Germany 
and Great Britain, in view af the fact that 
Venezuela has exhausted all the means re- 
quired by civilization and diplomacy to put 
an end to the present situation, and the 
Government and the people of Venezuela 
having complied honorably and worthily 
to the demands of national honor,’ we con- 
sider, with all due respect, that the mo- 
ment to yield to force has arrived, 

‘We therefore respectfully recommend 
that full powers be given to the Minister 
‘6f the United States of North America, au- 
thorizing him to carry out proper measures 
to terminate the present conflict in the 
manner least prejudicial to the interests of 
Venezuela. 

‘“We subscribe ourselves your obedient 
servants,

LONDON, Dec. 18.—The developments in 
the Venezuelan imbroglio, as revealed by 
Premier Balfour's statement yesterday in 
Parliament, have resulted in bringing out 
in the press this morning stronger expres- 
sions than ever of the desire to reach some 
pacific settlement of the difficulty,

tion was first mooted, the British Govern- 
ment fully recognized the possibility of 
war with Venezuela, and only postponed 
action until the Winter at the suggestion of 
the Admiralty, and in order to avoid the 
unhealthy season. | 

On the other hand, those who declare 
that the Government of the United States 
forced the Saeeraroene of Great Britain 
into a virtual™declaration of war, are not 
lacking. Certainly a considerable portion 
of the British public was rather di > 
ably surprised to find that Great-Britain 
actually was at war, and that this war 
might for many months to come. require 
the presence of a large naval force in 
Venezuelan waters and put a stap to all 
British trade with Venezuela. Added to 
this is the apprehension as to whether or _ 
not ,Germany ‘would be willing to accept 
a belligerent blockade, which would entail 
the stoppage of her trade also.

SAYS A STATE OF WAR EXISTS. 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—In the course of a 
long statement in the House of Commons 
yesterday the Premier, the Right Hon. A. 
J: Balfour, said there was no such thing 
as a “pacific blockade.”’ A state of war 
actually existed with Venezuela and an in- 
timation of the blockade would shortly be 
given to the powers. 

The Premier said the operatigns were re- 
luctantly undertaken, not to recover debts, 
but, after a lohg and patient delay, to re- 
cover compensation for assaults on British 
subjects and the seizure of British vessels. 
He believed that the Germans also had 
Claims ‘besides the financial ones. 

Timothy M. Healy (Irish Nationalist) 
asked if the United States assented to a 
biockade which would exclude United 
States vessels.

“Neutrals are not consulted when you 
are in a state of war with a third party.”

WAR BLOCKADE LEGITIMATE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—There will be 
no effort on the part of the United States 
Government to resist a war blockade of the 
Venezuelan coast against merchant 
ships. Custom requires that due notice be 
given of the blockade, and that fact, taken 
in connection with the declarations made 
in Parliament: by representatives of the 
British Government, will, it is understood, 
be sufficient to justify all neutral nations 
in the understanding that a state of war 
does actually exist. This might in the end 
require the issuance of a proclamation of 
neutrality by President Roosevelt, but this, 
it is stated, would not be timely now. 

The officials here, however, have come 
to the conclusion that the projected 
“peaceful: blockade’’ of Venezuelan ports 


cannot be recognized, at least,as against 
United States shipping. If the allies seek 
to exclude Venezuelan shipping from entry 
td Venezuelan ports that might be per- 
mitted, but they cannot exclude United 
States ships unless a genuine state of war 
is recognized. Regardless of the merits of 
the present controversy, the State Depart- 
ment feels that the vast interests of Amer- 
ican trade demand that this rule be ad- 
hered to, else American trade might be 
crippled at the will of any naval power 
that sought to resort to the anomalous 
“* peaceful blockade.” 

If Great Britain and Germany wish to 
exclude American merchantmen from Vene- 
zuelan ports they must exclude all ship- 
ping, including their own, a _ condition 
which can cnly be met by recognizing the 
existence of a state of war.

BERLIN, Dec. 17.—A formal notification 
of the blockade of the Venezuelan coast 
by the war vessels of the allied powers is 
likely to be issued to-morrow. It is under- 
stood that ships of the United States will 
have precisely the same standing as those 
of other nations.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Sefior de Oje- 
da, the Spanish Minister, and Baron Mon- 
cheur, the Belgian Minister, have not re- 
ceived official advices relative to the joint 
note their Governments have addressed to 
President Castro, asking that, in the event 
of a settlement of the claims of the allied 
powers, Spain and Belgium shall receive 
similar treatment, ‘ 

The Spanish Minister denies that there is 
the slightest probability of further action 
on the part of Spain unless events in Car- 
aéas make it necesgary for the Spanish rep- 
resentative to withdraw. Sefior de Ojeda 
does not anticipate this, in view of the 


strong ties of friendship that exist between 
his Government and the South American 
republics. 

Baron Moncheur regards the position of 
his country as thus far neutral, but in case 
circumstances change this attitude it is 
likely that Minister Bowen will be request- 
ed to look after Belgian interests in the 
Venezuelan capital.

PEACE FAVORED IN GERMANY. 


Observers Convinced That Present 
Phase of Trouble Will Not Last 
Beyond a Week. 


LONDONSTIMES—NEwW YORK TIMES 
Special Cablegram, 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—The Berlin cor- 
respondent of The Times states that the 
uneasiness of large and influentiaf sec- 
tions of British public opinon in regard 
to the Venezuelan affair is paralleled 
in Germany. Evidently, says the corre- 
spondent, if authoritative British opinion 
favors a solution by peaceful methods, 
like American arbitration, Germany can- 
not raise objections, lest she appears 
less inclined than Great Britain to con- 
sult the views of the United States. 

The chief present peril, declares the 
correspondent, is not friction with the 
United States, but the possibility. that 
British-American relations will . per- 
manently or for a considerable period be 
involved with German-American rela- 
tions. This situation may be obviated by 
Italy’s. action and the simultaneous 
presentation of the claims of other pow- 
ers. There is safety in numbers. 

The correspondent adds that acute ob- 
servers in Berlin are firmly convinced 
that the present phase of the Venezue- 
lan affair cannot be prolonged beyond 
a week or a fortnight. 


DISCLAIMERS BY GERMANY. 

BERLIN, Dec. 17:—The Foreign Office 
here denies explicitly that the German 
squadron in Venezuelan waters has orders 
to seize Margarita Island, adding that no 
occupation of the territory of Venezuela 
will take place. 

The Foreign Office officials allege that 
a systematic effort is apparently being 
tnade to represent Germany as the propell- 
“ng power in the coercion of Venezuela and 
as being responsible for all the harsh meas- 
ures. For instance, they say, the bombard- 
ment of the fort at Puerto Cabello is as- 
cribed to German initiative, whereas the 


bombardment was ‘at’ the ‘British‘commandé¢ 
et's suggéstion, the Topaze being a British 
ship. The German commander partitipated 
in the firing as a loyal ally. 

The German Government is not insistin 
on more severe measures than the origina 
plan contemplated, and regards the sinking 
of the ‘‘two diminutive, wholly unsea- 
worthy craft’’ as an ‘insignificant inci- 
dent.”’ 


THE ARBITRATION PROPOSAL. 


BERLIN, Dec. 17.—Germany considers 
that President Cestro’s proposal. to arbi- 
trate is inadequate, unaccompanied. as it 
is with guarantees to pay if the arbitra- 
tors decide against him,.and a reply in 
that sense hus been, or will be, sent 
through United States Minister Bowen.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The question of 
the arbitration of the dispute between 
Venezuela and Great Britain and Germany 
remains in abeyance, and.is evidently still 
under consideration by the Foreign Offices 
at Berlin and London. 

It is the expectation here that Great 
Britain will favor arbitration, and that 
Germany will also finally accept Castro’s 
offer. The German Government being the 
heavier claimant for damages, and previ-

However, the question of whether Vene- 
zuela will abide by the-deciston- of a board 
of arbitration is one that must’ be deter- 
mined with the main ‘quéstion, namely, as 
to whether Great Britain afd Germany will 
consent to arbitration. It is believed here 
that if the proposal to arbitrate be received 
favorably, there will be little difficulty in 
reaching a satisfactory conclusion in re- 
gard to the time ahd méthod of paying the 
sums awarded. ‘ 

In the meantime the President and Sec- 
retary Hay -are hopeful that an answer will 
be shortly received from the European 
Governments accepting the arbitration of- 
fer, and that the matter may be referred 
to The Hague tribunal-for adjustment. 

It-is not known here whether President 
Castro will consent to apol eas a con- 
dition precedent to arbitration, but it is 
hoped that Minister Bowen can induce him 
to do so, if this will be sufficient to meet 
the demands of the allies. It igs pointed 
out_here, however, that further attacks 
on Venezuelan forts will make an adjust- 
ment just that much more difficult.

ITALY’S DEMANDS REFUSED. 


ROME, Dec. 17.—Venezuela has rejected 
the demands in. Italy’s ultimatum. This 
news was expected here, and caused no 
sensation. 

The Italian cruiser Agordat has been or- 
dered to proceed at once for Venezuela. 

During the day frequent communications 
were exchanged between Italy and Great 
Britain and Germany on the question of 
arbitration. The attitude of the 
United States is particularly appreciated

although it is understood that Great Brit- 
ain and Germany are the leaders in the 
matter by reason of their heavier claims 
and their priority in the present action. 

At the weekly diplomatic reception at the 
Fore Office \to-day United States Am- 
bassador Meyer and Foreign Minister Pri- 
nett! had a lengthy conference on Venezue- 
lan affairs. 

The announcement of the_ presentation 
yesterday afternoon of Italy's ulti- 
matum to Veneduela was received here 
with general satisfaction. Apart from 
the desire to recover the claims of 
Italian subjects, there has been long-stand- 
ing ill-feeling between the two countries 
consequent on the persistent hostility shown 
by the ruling clerical element in Venezuela 
to Italy on account of the struggle between 
the Vatican and the Quirinal. 


CARACAS, Dec. 17.—At_ 8 o'clock this 
morning United - States Minister Bowen 
went to the Italian Legation in a State 
carriage, accompanied by Secretary_ Rus- 
sell, e took the Italian Minister, Signor 
di Riva, and the Italian Consul, Signor 
Gazzurelli, in the carriage, and conducted 
them to the railroad station, where they 
were met by the leading Italian residents of 
this city. Mr. Bowen then accompanied the 
Minister to his car, shook hands with him, 
and handed him papers and cigars for his 
journey to La Guayra. 

The . Venezuelan newspapers are still 
ignorant of the fact that the Italian Min- 
ister presented an ultimatum to the Gov- 
ernment yesterday afternoon, and there- 
fore there was no crowd at the railroad 
station and no hostile demonstration. 


LA GUAYRA, Dec. 17.—Signor di Rava 
arrived here by the 1:30 o’clock train. 
He was accompanied by the pérsonnel of 
the Italian Legation, and immediately pro- 
ceeded on board the Italian cruiser Gto- 
vanni Bausan.

Having been dismissed, however, they in- 
sisted on swimming across the Shrewsbury 
River from Highland Beach, and stealing 
into the post like enemies, and if they 
couldn't get back im that way they crept 
aboard the Government supply train at 
Navesink and slipped into the lines right 
under the closed eyes of the guards.

Every post where the 
company has been stationed knows the his- 
tory of the big dogs—Jerry, lean and fero- 
cious-looking, and Micky, more corpulent 
and less fierce. Once an artilleryman 
swam too far out into the surf, and the 
dogs saved his life. Another time two lit- 
tle children were dragged into the deep sea 
by an undertow. Again the St. Bernards 
did what all the men of the company be- 
lieved to be impossible, bringing the young- 
sters to safety. 

From their puppyhood thé dogs were 
taught to do everything a dog could do 
both useful and ornamental. They kept oft 
intruders from other companies’ barracks, 
walked guard with the sentries at night, 
drilled with the company, ate in the mess 
halls of officers and men impartially, and 
benevolently regarded each member of the 
organization as their especially protégé.

CHRISTMAS SHIPS SAIL 


The Oceanic and St. Paul Due in 
England Dec. 24. 


Record Day at the Post Office—Three 
Heavily Laden Mail Liners Due 
Here Saturday. 


The White Star liner Oéeanic and the 
American liner St. Paul sailed yesterday 
from this port laden with Christmas gifts 
in letters, packages, bundles, and dry ‘goods 
boxes. The big liners are due to arrive 
at Southampton and Liverpool on the day

DEATH OF J. E. DOWLEY. 


Aged United States Deputy Marshal 
Who Arrested the Notorious 
“ Owney ” Geoghegan, 


John E. Dowley, for thirty-two years a 
Deputy United States Marshal, died on 


Tuesday night at the residence of friends in 
Harlem, where he was taken ilk He was 


by one of the prisoner’s friends in the fight 
which attended the capture. 

Perhaps the most thrilling episode of his 
career was when about ten years ago he 
undertook to arrest the notorious “‘ Owney ” 
Geoghegan on a warrant charging him with 
colonizing, sworn out by Superintendent of 
Elections John I. Davenport. He took the 
man to the Federal Building, but was con- 
fined to the hospital for more than a year 
thereafter from being struck on the head 
with a blackjack by one of the prisoner’s 
friends in the fight which attended the 
capture. 

Dowley was known as a close personal 
friend of Postmaster Van Cott. He at- 


tended to his official duties until a few 
weeks ago, and was the oldest Deputy 
Marshal in the service. 5 

Deputy Marshal Dowley was about sixty- 
five ‘years ago, and a member of Phil 
Kearny Post, G. A. R. His wife died 
many’ years ago, and he teaves no child. 
He Aived for a long time at 134 West Thir- 
teenth Street, but his health had been fatll- 
ing rapidly, and about a fortnight ago he 
moved fmto the home of Mrs. owe, who 
had been a friend of long standing.

Coal-Carrying Company Predicts Some 
Relief—Thousands Seek Depots 
to Buy by the Pail. 


The improvement in the weather condl- 
tions yesterday led to greater facility in 
| the deMvery of coal and the bringing of 
a quantity of preferred sizes of anthra- 
cite to tidewater which had been delayed 
| through the storm of the early part of 
this week. The New York, Ontario and 
Western Company reported yesterday that 
1,446 cars of ¢oal were on the way here, 
and would arrive some time to-day. A 
representative of the company said: 

“‘During the snow blockade the average 

output at our collieries dropped from 11,600 
| to 8,300 tons a day. If the present open 
| weather continues it will result in a great 
improvement. New York, however, is 
away ahead of many other cities in its 
supplies.” 

Up to yesterday afternoon there arrived 
during the day from this company’s col- 
lieries 182 cars of preferred sizes, besides 
other anthracite. Of that 75 per cent. was 
for New York. The company was sending 
about 500 tons a day to Brooklyn, and 
is one of several companies supplying an- 
thracite to that borough. 

About 12,000 pails of coal were sold at 
Alfred Barber's Son's depot, 377 Water 
Street, yesterday. The waiting thousands 
stretched for blocks three deep, and the 
distribution lasted into the night. A good 
deal of coal was also distributed by the 
pail at the yards of the Communipaw Coal 
Company, 602 and 608 West Fifty-first 
Street. 

The emergency fuel depot of the Salva- 
tion Army in the basement of the Brave- 
man Building, Chatham Square and East 
| Broadway, was opened yesterday morning 
| by Major Ludgate. The supply gave out 
ij when 600 pails were distributed. A larger 
| supply will be ready to-day.

Evidence That Alleged Accomplice 
Wanted the Records “ Fixed.” 


Defense Produces Witnesses Who Swear 
Bennett Admitted the Marriage— 
Says Child Was Born. 


FREEHOLD, N. J., Dec, 17.—The trial of 
Laura Biggar, Dr. Charles C. Hendricks, 
and ex-Justice of the Peace Samuel Stan- 
ton for conspiracy to obtain the estate of 
Henry M. Bennett was resumed before 
Judge Heisley in the Monmouth County 
Court of Quarter Sessions this morning. 
Miss Biggar appeared to feel the strain of 
the trial. 

A. V. D. Watterson of Pittsburg, counsel 
for P. J. McNulty, one of the beneficiaries 
under Mr. Bennett's will, and also one of 
the executors of the estate, testified that 
he had two interviews with Dr. Hendricks. 
The first was on June 19 last in Dr. Hen- 
drick’s sanitanium in Bayonne. The wit- 
ness said that Hendricks told him he did 
not know just“what he would do in Miss 
Biggar’s behalf, but that he proposed to 
follow one of three céurses. He would 
either claim for Miss Biggar her share of 
the estate under the will, claim the whole 
estate for her as the common law wife of 
Mr. Bennett, or put in a claim for the 
services she had rendered Mr. Bennett dur- 
ing the closing years of his life. 

The second meeting, Mr. Watterson said, 
was at Long Branch on July 2 last. Hen- 
dricks then told him that he was still un- 
decided what to do. 

Mr. Watterson was subjected to a search- 
ing crogs-examination by Joseph M. Noon- 
an, and the witness became somewhat ruf- 
fled. 

P. J. McNulty testified that he was asked 
by Miss Biggar to go to the sanitarium at 


*Bayonne to see her, and that he went there 


accompanied by Lawyers Watterson, Ed- 
mund, Wilson, and Samuel A. Patterson. 
Dr. Hendricks said that they could not see 
Miss Biggar. Dr. Hendricks, according to 
Mr. McNulty, told him he had not yet de- 
cided what to do in the interest of Miss 


Biggar. 
E. W. Arrowsmith of Freehold, who had 


been Miss Biggar’s lawyer, was called to 
show a certain letter, but Mr. Noonan, 
after vainly protesting against Mr. Arrow- 
smith’s being sworn, settled the matter by 
admitting that a letter written by Miss 
Biggar had been sent to the lawyer signed 


“Laura A. Biggar.’ 

Henry Croft of Brooklyn, a clerk in the 
Thomas stationery store at 16 and 18 Reade 
Street, New York, testified in regard to the 
certificate signed by former Justice of the 
Peace Stanton, setting forth the alleged 
marriage of Miss Biggar and Mr. Bennett. 
The witness said that the blank certificates 
of the kind said to have been used by Stan- 
ton were printed by his firm on Dec. 23, 
1900, and were put on the market on Jan. 
10, 1901. The date of the marriage certifi- 
cate was Jan. 2, 1898. 

Joseph Tucker, Secretary of the Board of 
Health of Hoboken, said that Stanton ap- 
proached him on Sept. 19, 1902, and said 
that he was in trouble and wanted help. 
Tucker said that Stanton told him he had 
married Miss Biggar and Mr. Bennett, but 
had forgotten to put the marriage on rec- 
ord. The next day, witness said, Stanton 
and Aleck Young, a lawyer of Jersey City, 
called on him together. 

According to Tucker, Stanton asked him 
if he had a blank marriage certificate with 
the figures 18 on it, and witness furnished 
him with such a blank, which Stanton 
filled out. The wiiness further said that 
Stanton asked him to enter the marriage in 
the records at the proper place, pointing 
out that there was sufficient room at the 
bottom of the page for the purpose. The 
witness said he refused to enter the mar- 
riage as requested, 

Mr. McDermott opened for the defense. 
He ridiculed the case as presented, and an- 
nounced that the defense would establish 
the marriage of Bennett and the woman on 
trial. 

He then called J. W. McConville, an ac- 
tor, who was Miss Biggar’s first husband, 
Mr. McConville stated that he met his for- 
mer wife and Mr. Bennett at Belmar in the 
Summer of 1900, and that’Mr. Bennett told 
him that he had married her. -He became 
somewhat mixed as to his dates when un- 
der cross-examination. He was asked about 
his marriage to the defendant. his divorce 
from her, and the interview he had with 
Mr. Bennett. Mr. McConville was: not, 
however, materially shaken, and stuck to 
the interview with Bennett, the main point 
of his testimony. 

Joseph Garrow, who said he was a 
dramatist of New York City, testified that 
he sat in a box in Mr, Bennett's theatre in 
Pittsburg on the night of New Year's Eve, 
1909. Mr. Bennett was with him. ‘“ The 
Queen of Chinatown” was being played. 
Miss Biggar had a part in the play. The 
witness said he made a flippant remark 
concerning Miss Biggar's beauty, and Mr. 
Bennett almost flew into a rage and turned 
to him and said: 

‘‘T want you to understand, Sir, that that 
lady is my_ wife." 3 

Edward Reynolds, who was employed at 
Mr. Bennett's place at Avon, added an- 
other to those whom Mr. Bennett had told 
that he had been married to Miss Biggar. 

J. W. Connolly of Bayonne swore of 
his own knowledge that Miss B r had 
a male child at Dr. Hendrick’s sanitarium.

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Inter-State Commerce Commission 
Sees Peril in Combinations. 


Complete Revision of the Present Stat- 
ute Sought to Avert Further 
“ Wrongs and Injustice.” 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Complete revi- 
sion of the law by which it was created is 
the remedy proposed by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission for grave dangers 
it sees in the continued combination of rail- 
Ways. The annual report issued to-day 
lays especial stress upon the creation of 
new problems and the necessity of further 
legislation. 

“The tendenéy to combine continues to 
be the most significant feature of railway 
development,” says the report. “‘ The prog- 
ress of consolidation, in one form or an- 
other, will at no distant day confine this 
competition within narrow and unimportant 
limits, because the control of most railway 
properties will be merged in a few individ- 
uals whose common interests impel them 
to act in concert. 

* While this will insure, as probably noth- 
ing else can in equal degree, the observance 
of published tariffs, and so measurably re-

Of the present law the commission says: 
“Its inadequacy as a remedial measure 
was long ago discovered, and further trial 


has illustrated the various respects in 
which it is insufficient. While its purposes 
are clearly beneficent the means devised 
for giving practical effect to its mandates 
are concededly imperfect. 

“That this imperfection is curable is 
equally conceded,’ the report continues. 
‘The fullest power of correction is vested 
in the Congress, and the exercise of that 
power is demanded by the highest consia- 
erations of public welfare. A sense of the 
wrongs and injustice which cannot be pre- 
vented in the present state of the law, as 
well as the duty enjoined by the act itself, 
impels the commission to reaffirm its rec- 
ommendations, for the reasons so often and 
so fully set forth in previous reports and 
before the Congressional committees. 

** Moreover, in view of the rapid disap- 
pearance of railway competition and the 
maintenance of rates established by com- 
bination, attended as they are by substan- 
tial advances in the charges on many 4ar- 
ticles of household necessity, the commis- 
sion regards this matter as increasingly 
grave, and desir@és to emphasize its convic- 
tion that the safeguards required for the 
protection of the public will not be provided 
until the regulating statute is thoroughly 
revised.”’ 

The report says that the fact that_ 
convictions have yet obtained nor indict- 
ments found in the cases of the roads which 


| were shown by an investigation last Winter 


to be giving secret rates to grairf shippers, 
emphasizes the fact that the criminal pro- 
visions of the present inter-State law are 
practically a dead letter. c 

The commission says that the effect of is- 
suing injunctions to compel roads to ob- 
serve published tariffs has been to mate- 
rially advance on these commodities the 
rate actually received by the carrier and 
actually paid by the shipper. Therefore it 
asks for a statute which will not oniy 
compel these carriers to maintain the pub- 
lished rate, but which can compel them to 
publish a fair and reasonable rate. 

Increase in net earnings of $51,000,000 
and in dividends of $30,000,000 is shown in 
the reports of railroads owning about 98 
per “cent. of the trackage in the United 
States. This is exclusive of dividends paid 
to stockholders of leased lines.

FOUR WESTERN PAINTERS. 


| Until Christmas the galleries of the Na- 
tional Arts Club will exhibit the works of 
four artists of the Middle and Far West 
who have made their mark in figure work, 
portraiture, and landscape. The  best- 
known in this part of the Union is Mr. 
Frank Duverieck, who contributes a num- 
| ber of really masterly etchings of Venice 
; and Florence—the Rialto from the Grand 
Canal and the Grand Canal from the 
| Rialto, the Bridge of Sighs, the Riva 
; dei Schiavone, the Ca’ d@’Oro, and views 
| on the Piazza and about the Jiudecca, 
| Se, together with a fine plate of .the 
Fonte Vetchio, in Florence. Duveneck 
has in etching as well as painting a style 
| of his own, not so airy and fairylike as 
| Whistler's, nor so heavy of line as Strang’s 
| and that of other British artists who have 
done valuable etched work in Italy. Among 
the best are a view on the Grand Canal, 
with men rowing sandolo and gondola in 
| the foreground, and another from the fish- 
| 


erman’s quarter in the back canals with 
eel baskets and nets about. 

The portraits in oils by the Same painter 
show the boid brushwork that so captivated 
the public when he returned from Munich. 
Fhe likeness of Mr. William Adams in soft 
black hat, seated full-face in an old-fash- 
ioned armchair; the head of “Mr. B.’’; 
the head of a boy with long brown hair, 
each sitter looking straight from the can- 
vas with a peculiarly searching and yet re- 
flective gaze, indicate well enough the un- 
common merit of Daveneck.

Here cons the profile ‘‘ Ital- 
ian Boy,"’ (1887,) with his rosy cheek and 
black cap on black hair; the *‘ Woman With 
Veil,’ and the red-haired Venetian girl in 
profile. * 

Mr. J. H. Sharp of San Francisco is cer- 
tainly the best portrait painter of living 
Indians who has ever shown work in New 
York. It is his custom to finish a head at 
a sitting, drawing with the brush, so that 
he may lose nothing of the impression 
made upon him by the sitter’s character. 
Very dignified, and indeed noble, are many 
of the faces he presents, as, for example, 
the profile of Hand, a Sioux, which re- 
sembles that of Emerson, except that the 
brow and upper head are not so high and 
full. Another Sioux called Wolf Ear, paint- 
ed in profile, and a Blackfoot named Big 
Plume, taken in full face, are impressive 
physiognomies—firm, mild, and handsome, 
gaining rather than losing by their red 
complexion of darker or lighter shades. 
**Mourning Eagle’’ is another splendid 
face—he is a Blackfoot. The famous Chief 
Joseph (Flathead) looks surprisingly young. 

The other sex is not lacking in this gal- 
axy. Very pretty in her plump and serious 
way is Miss Mary Tailfeather, a Blackfoot 
maiden, though the eyelids have a Some- 
what Mongolian curve; she wears a red 
scarf round her head and not a little em- 
broidery on her gown. A fine, sensitive, 
serious face is that of the Sioux squaw 
Last Women. Pleasing in features and 
expression is the Blackfoot called Lady 
Pretty Blanket. One TUlndian has _ been 
| taken seated by a fffe and smoking the 
| ceremonial pipe with good effects of the 
{ light playing on his half-naked body. These 
| likenesses are painted with remarkable 
; Skill and insight, and must be valuable 
| records of tribes, some of which are gradu-

The landscapists, Messrs. Steele and Meak- 
in, are better known in the Middle West 
than here, though both have shown pictures 
in Bostor and Philadelphia as well as New 
York. Mr. T. C. Steele is very clever in 
atmospheric effects, as in ‘‘ October Morn- 
ing on the White Water” and ‘*‘ The Mys- 
terious River,” both painted last year, and 
‘**The Brook—Winter,’’ painted last Win- 
ter. He enjoys the color of our snowscapes, 
as one can see from what is perhaps his 
finest canvas here—‘‘ River in Winter.”’ The 
pale browns in the copses @nd reds of the 
earth where it is bare, the blues and greens 
| of the water-runs in the ice, the color notes 
| in the wintry trees against the white cov-

Mr. L. H. Meakin of Cincinnati paints 
a shore scene as well as he does a 
landscape in the Miami Valley. ‘A Gale”’ 
has a dash about it which many pictures of 
surf on a rocky shore lack. Another mood 
is ‘‘A Silvery Day,’’ somewhat like that in 
‘“* Driving Clouds.’’ Other interesting land- 
scapes are ‘‘ The Twin Poplars ’’ and “ Hill, 
Valley and Stream.” 


CROWDING IN STREET CARS. 


An effort to unite public opinion on the 
overcrowded condition of the transporta- 
tion lines in this city was begun yesterday 
by the Committee on Franchises and Trans- 

portation of the Merchants’ Association of 
New York. 

The Manhattan Railway Company is 

particularly attacked by the committee in 

| an appeal to the members of prominent or- 


| ganizations in the city, including the com- 
mercial bodies, Exchanges, the Association 
| of the Bar of the City of New York, clergy- 
; men, and physicians, and.a petition to 
Mayor Low has been framed asking “for 
official action to enforce the public right to 
proper accommodation in street and@ ele- 
vated railroad cars.” ‘ 

The appeal for support in the movement 
is in part as follows: 

Every respectable man in this city is interested 
in abolishing the indecent conditions which now 
disgrace the management of our elevated and 
surface car systems, which makes it impossible 
for any woman to use those public conveyances 
without unavoidable and indecent contact with 
others, and, as a result, frequent gross insult 
which cannot be resented or avoided, 

These vehicles are public vehicles, making use 
of public property and pperated under public 
powers to serve the public needs. The use of 
the public property and of public powers is dele- 
| gated to servant corporations, to serve a public 

purpose, and no grant, charter, or contract can 

alienate the public right of control, or delegate 
to agents the right of the use of streets, except 
subject to the rights cf the public. The ef- 
ficient performance of the public purposes in- 
tended is the essential consideration. No grant 
is valid unless that is the controlling condition, 

The street-car companies of this city do not 
supply efficient service, but instead divert the 
earnings which should go for the purpose to 
paying profit on a great volume of watered 
stock. 

The have made the growing needs of the pub- 
lic an opportunity for an increase of profit, with- 
cut any reasonably corresponding increase of 
facilities, until the abuse has become intoler- 
able and a reproach to the good name of the 
city. 

The attack on the Manhattan Railway 
Company. is as follows: 

We aim particularly to exact from the Man- 
hattan Railway Company due recognition of the 
rights of the public and provision of facilities 
necessary to serve public needs. 

These have never been provided by this cor- 
poration, although it nas enjoyed since 1876 
public privileges far in excess of those granted 
to any other.

Controller Grout Opposes Latest 
Park Avenue Terms. 


Board of Estimate to Discuss President 
Newman's Proposition To-day— 
. What Engineer McLean Says. 


Controller Grout received yesterday a let- 
ter from Eugene E. McLean, engineer of 
the New York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad, in which he submits Presi- 
dent W. H. Newman's proposition to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment in 
relation to the enlargement of its terminal 
yards from Forty-second Street tq Fifty- 
seventh Street.’ 

This proposition is that the company will 
depress all of its tracks between Forty- 
fifth and Fifty-seventh Streets to such an 
extent as may enable the city to carry by 
viaducts or bridges over the tracks at a 
grade not exceeding’ per cent. such-of the 
intersecting streets from Forty-fifth to 
Fifty-sixth Streets as may be necessary in 
the public interest, the expense of extend- 


ing these streets over the tracks to be 
borne by the city. 

President Newman asks in his proposi- 
tion that in view of great expense the com- 
pany shah be put to in depressing their 
tracks that it be given the right to use 
those portions of Forty-fifth, Forty-sixth, 
Forty-seventh, Forty-eighth, and Forty- 
ninth Streets included within the limits of 
its enlarged yard, and of Park Avenue 
from the southerly side of Forty-fifth 
Street northerly to Fifty-seventh Street, 
(the existing roadways of Park Avenue not 
to be interfered with,) and to a connection 
with the rapid transit subway at Forty- 
second Street, and the right to erect on the 
bridges or viaducts over its tracks such 
signals as may be required for the operas. 
tion of the road. 

By this arrangement _ Engineer Mc- 
Lean tells the Controller the city will 
give the railroad company the use of 
certain streets now in use or controlled by 
the railroad company, the easement or 
vault privileges to run under the surface 
of the westerly and easterly roadways of 
Park Avenue from Forty-ninth to Fifty- 
seventh Street;-vault privileges under*the 
sidewalks at different points around the 
yard, and the easement to cross under the 
surface of Forty-second Street to connect 
with the rapid transit subway. : 

““Using the usual methods and customary 
charges for similar privilegés granted to 
private parties,’ says Mr. McLean, “I esti- 
mate the city would give the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad privi- 
leges which are worth $2,497,346 and be 
obliged to construct eight short bridges and 
four viaducts at a total cost of $848,000. 
This does not include the item of mainte- 
nance, which will be at least $25,000 per 
annum." 

In opposition to this 
Grout said last evening: 

“This matter has resolved itself 
a question as to whether the New York 
Central Railroad | Company, will receive 
privileges from the city when the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad Company and the New 
York ‘and New Jersey Railroad Company 
have agreed to pay a much higher price 
for similar rights. The matter has been 
discussed before the Board of Estimate, 
and the members understand the details. 
The New York Central agreed to the plan 
to depress the tracks in the tunnel, so that 
bridges could be constructed over the 
streets and an;improvement made in traf- 
fic facilities for pedestrians and vehicles 
between the west and east sides of the 
city. i 

*‘In the agreement to depress the tracks 
the company has asked for privileges un- 
derground, and do not offer adequate com- 
pensation to the city for the rights they 
seek to acquire. The only question at issue 
is whether the New York Central should 
be asked to pay as much as the Pennsyl- 
vania and other companies. The New York 
Central Company has in the past received 
many favors from the city. It is my opin- 
ion that they should now be compelled to 
pay adequately for any additional rights 
obtained.”’ 

*‘ Will the members of the Board of_Es- 
timate oppose the new plan of the New 
York Central?’’ was asked. 

‘That will be decided at the next meet- 
ing. But I am in favor of giving the New 
York Central additional rights if they 
will pay adequately, so that the conditions 
complained of in the Park Avenue tunnel 
may be corrected.’’ 

The Board of Estimate will discuss the 
plan to-day. 


BUYING FOREIGN LOCOMOTIVES. 


The following officers of the American 
Locomotive Company were re-elected yes- 
terday: President—S. R. Callaway; Vice 
President—A. J. Pitkin; Second Vice Presi- 
dent—R. J. Cross; Secretary—Leigh Best; 
Treasurer—C. B. Denny; Controller—C. E. 
Patterson. 

A dividend of 1% per cent. was declared 
on the preferred stock, payable Jan. 21, 
1903. ‘The earnings for the six months end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1902, (partly estimated,) were 
$15,265,452, an increase over same period in 
1901 of $3,034,387. 

The company, it was said, has now on its 
books orders for over 2,800 locomotives, and 
is increasing its shop capacity and the 
purchase of new tools as rapidly as it is 
possible to have them built and delivered. 

Of the failure of American and Canadian 
locomotive builders to obtain a contract for 
a number,of locomotives for the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, which» was secured by 
Nelson, Reid & Co. of Glasgow, Scotland, 
Secretary Best said of the part of the 
American Locomotive Company in the en- 
deavor: ‘ 

‘“‘In the present instance we could not 
engage to deliver the locomotives in ques- 
tion in 1903. At the earliest we could not 
have had them ready before 1904. In the 
last eighteen months we built for the Cana- 
dian Pacific seventy-five locomotives, and 
outstanding orders filled and to be filled 
for it were for about 90. The fact is our 
works have all they can do for home pa- 
trons for the coming twelve months. 

“For the railways of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment of Japan we had to refuse recently 
to bid on thirty locomotives because we did 
not think it fair to take foreign contracts 
when home work was so good. We had 
built sixty Icomotives for Japan. We also

grounds—preferring to give United States 
customers precedence.’ 


SHORT LINE THROUGH CANADA. 


Special to The New York Times. 

DETROIT, Dec. 17.—President Hays of 
the Grand Trunk and President Norton 
were in town to-day, and the supposition 
is they were here to fix up details of 
traffic arrangements looking to the time 
when Clover Leaf trains will be running into 
Detroit and Grand Trunk trains into the 


Southwest. The magnates and their sec- 
retaries assured the reporters that the 
visit was merely a periodical one and had 
no significance. Mr. Hays said he hoped 
it would not be long before something 
definite could be given out about a bridge 
over the Detroit River. He said the pro- 
posed extension of the Grand Trunk through 
Canada to the Pacific Coast will reduce 
the traveling distance from Yokahama to 
Liverpool by 1,500 miles. 

The route has been practically mapped 
out. Secretary Phillips admitted that the 
Pacific terminus had been selected with 
almost certainty. It is to be Port Simp- 
son, some 400 or 500 miles north of Van- 
couver. It is said that surveying parties 
are already at work, and estimates of the 
cost of the work have been made for large 
sections of the work, the entire extension 
to cost $100,000,000.

Cutler and Andover Evenly Matehed in 
a Practice Contest. 


A tie game between the Andover College 
and Cutler High School ice hockey teams, 
played last night in the St. Nicholas Rink, 
Columbus Avenue and Sixty-sixth Street, 
gave glowing promise of what is to come 
in interscholastic hockey, if the play in 
this game preliminary to the opening of 
the regular series was anywhere near a 
truthful test of relative strength. The play 
was fast and furious from start to finish, 
and though both teams started in more, or 
less crippled, and finished even worse 
crippled, the pace was as hot at the close 
as at the opening.

The injury was too severe for Carpenter 
to return to the game, and he was removed 
to the dressing rooms, where a surgeon 
attended to his hurts. The accident caused 
the withdrawal of two members of the 
Andover team, as one of his comrades was 
assigned to remain with the injured skater, 
and Andover played out the contest with 
six men, as the team had only one substi- 
tute available. Cutler refused to take ad- 
vantage of the accident and withdrew one 
of her forwards, Frost, thus leaving six 
men to a side for the finish. 

Carpenter shot the first goal for Andover 
early in the contest, and was the most act- 
ive player of his team up to the time of 
his injury, after which Hodge took up his 
part and did all the scoring that was done 
for Andover, For Cutler, Cornell, Captain 
of the team and a star player of the school 
football eleven, earned practically all the 
glory, he alone of the local seven scoring 
all three goals earned by his team. Car- 
penter’s first goal gave Andover the lead, 
Hodge then shooting another goal and mak- 
ing the score 2 to 0 for the visitors. Just 
before the end of the first period Cornell, 
practically unassisted, made the first goal 
for Cutler, the period ending with the score 
2 to 1 for Andover. 

In the second period, Cornell, after carry- 
ing the rubber nearly the full length of 
the rink, shot home the second time, and 
tied the score. From that time to the fin- 
ish enthusiasm ran high, and the rink re- 
sounded with cheers. Hodge put Andover 
in the lead again about the middle of the 
second period, and Cutler had to play its 
hardest to avert defeat for the remainder 
of the time. Less than a minute before 
the referee’s whistle announced that time 
was up, Cornell, by a third brilliant bit of 
rushing and dodging, got past Andover’s 
cover point and point and shot the goal 
necessary to tie the score, the game ending 
with three goals to the credit of each side.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The Secretary 
of War has approved a recommendation 
made by Gen. Randall, commanding the De- 
partment of the Columbia, that officers and 
men be granted permission, under proper 
restrictions, to visit other posts for the 
purpose of taking part in athletic contests.

One Case of Clubfoot and Four 
Cases of Hip Dislocations. 


Successful Manipulations Applauded by 


i 


Physicians and Surgeons in the 
Post Graduate Hospital. 


Prof. Adolf Lorenz, the Austrian surgeon, 
had yesterday what might be called his 
most strenuous day in New York. He per- 
formed five operations, and the most in- 
teresting one was that in which he straigh- 
tened a clubfoot. That operation was per- 
formed in the Post Graduate Hospital, at 
Second Avenue and Twentieth .Street, be- 
fore the largest assemblage of noted sur- 
geons of those that have gathered to wit- 
exhibitions of his skill in this city. 
Before Dr. Lorenz went to the Post Gradu- 


| ness 
i 
| ate Hospital at 3 o'clock in the afternoon 


he operated on one case of dislocated hip 
in St. Mark’s liospital, Second Avenue. 

The operation on a little girl for clubfoot 
Was successful'as far as putting the bone 
in place, and its accomplishment, after the 
manipulations by Dr. Lorenz, was followed 
by much applause on the part of the large 
crowd present. Dr. Lorenz seemed to be 
pleased because he had a chance to oper- 
ate for some other malady than congenital 
dislocation of the hip. It was expected 
that the first case of the kind that he 
would operate upon in New York would be 
presented at the Cornell Medical College 
clinic to-day, but so many eminent surgeons 
were present that the professor consented 
to attempt the operation. 

The operating amphitheatre is one of the 
largest that Dr. Lorenz has operated in 
since arriving in this city. The are 
in a semi-circle and located far above the 
“operating table. That caused an unusual 
crowding, and only a few of those seated 
were able to witness the operation or hear 
Dr. Lorenz's remarks. 

When the surgeon got out of his 
riage, in company with Dr. Carl Beck, in 
front of the Post Graduate Hospital, hun- 
dreds of men and women were at the en- 
trance, carrying in their arms babies af- 
flicted with hip disease, and as he passed 
from his carriage to the door of the hos- 
pital the pleadings that the children might 
| be operated upon could be heard. Dr. Lo- 
renz walked on hastily and greeted the phy- 
sicians and surgeons, who recognized him 
and cheered him. He went at once to the 
operating chamber. There he was met by 

| Dr: D. B. St. John Roosa, Dr. George F. 
| Shrady, Dr. Ogilvy, Prof. Phelps, and Dr. 
| Virgil P. Gibney. Dr. Muller assisted him 
| again. 
Dr. Lorenz was introduced by Dr. Roosa, 
|. who praised his work. Concerning the 
work of the Post Graduate Hospital, Dr. 
Roosa said at least 150 physicians” were 
always ready to treat the people who 
| might come there. ’ 

In the case of clubfoot, Hattie Brill, four 
vears old, who had been afflicted since 
birth, was selected. The right foot was 
turned toward the left. Dr. Lorenz straigh- 
tened it, and then the plaster cast was 
applied by Dr. Muller and the assisting 
physicians. . 

During the operation Dr. Lorenz lectured. 
The operation seemed to require more 
strength on the part of the surgeon than 
did those in which hips had been dislocated. 
All of the ligament’ of the ankle had to be 
broken by him. After the foot of the child 
! had been straightened the observing physi- 
cians applauded. 

Dr. Lorenz explained that he had suc- 
ceeded in sfraightening a foot of a patient 
at the age of forty’ years. The infirmity, 
he said, was very pronounced. The hardest 
case, he sajd. was that of a‘ patient who 
was twenty-three years of age. Without 
making any incision he had straightened 
both feet and made them normal, so that 
the person operated on walks with as much 
freedom as any person. k 

The method which Dr. Lorenz uses in re- 
storing clubfeet. differs little from that for 
hip dislocation, except” requiring more 
strength. He takes hold of -the turned 
member, while the patient is under the in- 
fluence of an anaesthetic, and twists and 
pulls with all his might until he is satis- 
fied that he has the ankle bone hack into 
| its place. When it is there the foot appears 
| to the spectator to be dislocated in another 
; way by being almost level with the leg. 
| The foot remains in that position until the 
patient is able to walk and not have it 
jump back into its old position. In only 
one case, Dr. Lorenz said, had he used the 
knife, and that was successful. He said 
that in one case he had left the plaster cast 
| on for nearly a year with good result. ; 

For the second time since his arrival in 
this country the X ray was employed in the 
operation yesterday. All of the movements 
of the surgeon were observed by means of 
the apparatus, it being directly in front of 
the operating table. 

Three children with hip dislocations were 
operated upon by Dr, Lorenz in the Post- 
Graduate Hospital] with successful results. 
The first case was that of Lillian Car- 
mody, aged two years. Both hip bones 
were dislocated. After much labor Dr. 
Lorenz succeeded in restoring both bones 
to their natural places, 

The second case was that in which Prof. 
A. M. Phelps of this city had operated suc- 
cessfully on the right hip by the bloodless 
method. The left hip Dr. Lorenz operated 
upon yesterday and he succeeded in a few 
minutes. The patient was Florence Wolfel, 
aged four years. 

Dr. Lorenz was asked about the case of 
Marian Green, upon whom he operated in 
the Jefferson Medical College, Philadel- 
phia. It had been said that she was dying 
as the result of convulsions due to the op- 
eration. Dr. Lorenz said: 

‘I never heard of a case before where 
convulsions followed the bloodless method. 
They may have been du®@ to the anaesthetic 
administered. That I have heard of in my 
experience. I have written to the doctors 
in charge of the case, but as yet have re- 
ceived no reply.”’ 

Dr. Lorenz will operate at the clinic of 
the Cornell Médical College, First Avenue 
and Twenty-seventh Street, at 3 P. M. to- 
day.

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AT WAR WITH VENEZUELA. 
Either the British Prime Minister spoke 
without due consideration in the House 
of Commons yesterday or the earlier dec- 
larations of British intentions toward 
Venezucla must have been made hastily 
and without much weighing of the re- 
sponsibilities of official utterance. We 
are told now by Mr. BA.LFrour that a 
state of war exists between Great Brit- 
ain and Venezuela. The “ pacifié block- 
ade” is a myth, and the usual notice of 
the intention to maintain a hostile block- 
ade will be sent to neutral Powers. But 
in the beginning of this South American 
adventure the intention to 
Was rather elaborately disclaimed. We 
were allowed to believe that the allied 
Powers sought merely to collect a debt 
and seek reparation for injuries. To this 
end, they would seize Venezuelan Cus- 
tom Houses and hold them until the cus- 
toms receipts were sufficient to pay the 
obligations. 
The early declaration of purpose and 
the later are quite incompatible. In seiz- 
ing a Custom House to enforce a pay- 
ment of a debt through collecting and 
retaining the duties on imports the cred- 
itor Government would naturally desire 
that the commerce of the port should 
continue without interruption. It was 
the logical, the inevitable, inference 
from Great Britain’s earlier statements 
that merchant ships would have free ac- 
cess to Venezuelan ports. Now comes 
the announcement of blockade as a 
measure of actual war. That cuts off all 
commerce and necessarily reduces cus- 
toms receipts to zero. 
What is a candid world to conclude 
from these conflicting declarations of 
policy? We may admit that there is no 
such thing as a “ pacific blockade.” In- 
tending mild measures, the peaceful 
blockader may stumble into war through 
the resistance and hostile acts of the 
blockaded. But when Mr. BALFovur says 
that his Government is at war with Ven- 
ezuela, while we may commend him for 
the frank admission of evident fact, we 
must be permitted to say that his state- 
ment does not go far enough. We are 
left very much in the dark by his vague 
remark that the operations are under- 
taken not to recover debts, “ but after a 
long and patient delay to recover com- 
pensation for assaults on British subjects 
and the seizure of British vessels.” What 
is the nature of the compensation, and 
how is it to be recovered? Certainly not 
by collecting the customs; the blockade 
excludes that method. Is it by duress, 
by putting such hard constraint upon 
Venezuela that she will somehow scrape 
together the money to buy relief from it? 
That theory is in conflict with the spe- 
cific declaration of both Great Britain 
and Germany that they have no intention 
of landing troops in Venezuela or of oc- 
cupying territory even temporarily. It 
would appear, therefore, that the war is 
to be carried on entirely by blockade. 
Our merchant ships and the merchant 
ships of all neutral nations will not be at 
liberty to enter Venezuelan ports. Our 
very considerable trade with that repub- 
lic must cease, and as an incident of the 
war by which Great Britain and Ger- 
many obtain satisfaction, citizens of the 
United States will be put to serious in- 
convenience and loss, 
In this view of the matter we have an 
undoubted right to inquire with some 
particularity what are the intentions of 
Great Britain and Germany toward Ven- 
ezucla. Have they in view an indefinite 
blockade? How do they expect by this 
form of compulsion to force Venezuela to 
a compliance with their demands? If she 
refuses all compliance, will they with- 
draw their present disclaimers and ad- 
vance the war another stage by landing 
troops and occupying territory? All these 
questions are of graye interest to our 
Government and to those of our citizens 
who have business relations with the 
Venezuelans. We cannot be expected to 
admit in principle or in practice that it 
is open to European Powers to cross the 
ocean with armed ships and “ bottle up” 
indefinitely an American republic which 
fis in their debt for moneys due and of- 
fenses committed. Our interest in the 
matter and our anxieties naturally in- 
crease our impatience with the delay of 
Great Britain and Germany to make 
some reply to President Castro's offer to 
arbitrate transmitted through us.

NEW STATES. 

It is one of the most striking proofs of 
the immensity of the territory and the 
National interests of our country that 
the bill now pending in the Senate for 
the admission of three new States 
arouses only the most perfunctory in- 
terest in the public generally. These 
three States, were they erected in ac- 
cordance with the plan of the House, 
which has already passed the bill, would 
246 six to the number of the Senate, and 


in that body these Senators would have 
the same vote as those of New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Illinois. Their dele- 
gates at large in the Electoral College 
would also balance the like representa- 
tion of the three great States mentioned. 
Their population is a little over 700,000, 
or less, or about one-fifth of that of the 
City of New York, and less than one- 
tenth of that of our State. Every citi- 
zen of the new States would have in the 
Senate, therefore, some thirty times the 
representation of a citizen of New York 
State. Yet the scheme for the admis- 
sion of these States has passed the 
House, and the chances are at least even 
that it will pass the Senate, under the 
skillful and energetic and not too scru- 
pulous management of Senator Quay, 
who is its champion. And the country 
looks on with comparative indifference. 

The proposed new States are Arizona, 
New Mexico, and Oklahoma. The ma- 
jority of the Senate committee have re- 
ported a substitute for the House bill. 
This bill proposes to leave the admission 
of Arizona and New Mexico to some fut- 
ure time when the conditions justify it, 
and now to admit Oklahoma and the In- 
dian Territory as one State. The argu- 
ments of the committee, as submitted 
by Senator BEVERIDGE, seem to us con- 
clusive, both as to delay in the admission 
of Arizona and New Mexico and as to 
the admission of the other two Territo- 
ries as one State. The controlling con- 
siderations are the interests of the pro- 
posed new States and those of the Union 
as a whole. Both these considerations 
require that the population shall bear a 
respectable relation to that of other 
States and to that of the Nation; that 
the area of the new States shall be large 
enough to compare reasonably with that 
of the larger States already in the 
Union; that the resources and industries 
of the new States shall be sufficient to 
secure the future development of their 
prosperity, and that the character, edu- 
cation, and nationality of the population 
shall be such as to promise intelligent 
performance of the duties of National 
citizenship. 

These conditions are not fulfilled by 
Arizona or New Mexico. The former has 
a population of but 122,931, the latter 
but 195,310. In the former the illiteracy 
is 29 per cent., in the latter it is 33.2 per 
cent., and the number of those unable to 
read or write the English language is 
probably not less than two-thirds of the 
total population. The industries are 
confined practically to agriculture, which 
is largely dependent on irrigation, not 
yet provided on an adequate or perma- 
nent plan, and mining, which is as yet 
necessarily more or less experimental, 
and the population engaged in it more or 
less transient. Undoubtedly there is or 
may be a future of great growth and 
progress for these Territories. Should it 
be realized there is no reason why it 
may not be recognized by a future Con- 
Admission is possible at any 
An error in refusing admission 
can always be corrected. But admission 
once granted, there is no retracing the 
step. The State remains forever an in- 
tegral part of the Union, an equal part- 
ner in the Nation, one that for good or 
ill must have the rights of Statehood to 
use or abuse, and the obligations of 
Statehood or to neglect. 
Clearly there is immense risk in admis- 
sion; there is none fm waiting. 

The case of Oklahoma and the Indian 
Territory is very different. Oklahoma 
is essentially a part of the Indian Terri- 
tory, from which it has been made up 
piecemeal from time to time. The popu- 
lation of each is about the same as that 
of the other, and that of the two is near- 
ly or quite 800,000. The illiteracy of 
Oklahoma is only 5.5 per cent., and that 
of the Indian Territory is 19 per cent., 
and the educational system of both is 
excellent. Oklahoma is a purely agri- 
cultural community, or nearly so, and 
prosperous. The Indian Territory 
has agriculture, mines, forests, coal, and 
quarries. The two Territories are close- 
ly united in social and trade and trans- 
portation interests, and many industrial 
and other organizations extend through- 
out both. Curiously enough the senti- 
ment in Oklahoma especially is not ur- 
gent for Statehood. The people are do- 
ing extremely well under their present 
form of government. But both in that 
Territory and in the larger one from 
which it has been made up there is no 
question that the people are fitted for 
Statehood and that their own interests 
and those of the Union would be served 
by admission. But if it might be well 
to defer action until they are affirma- 
tively in favor of admission, there is no 
excuse for admitting New Mexico and 
Arizona, or Oklahoma alone. 
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SILVER DILEMMA IN MEXICO. 


The seriousness of Mexico’s monetary 
crisis is recognized wherever people 
study the situation of countries whose 
finances are on a basis of silver; but the 
peculiar difficulty under which Mexico 
labors is apt to be overlooked. 
troubles arise not merely from the fact 
that her bonds held abroad must be paid 
for on a gold basis, that every dollar of 
such payments must be met with two 
dollars and a half or two and three- 
quarters in Mexican money. Nor is it 
only that the heavy discrimination in 
exchange against her paralyzes her mer- 
chants, and that the fluctuations in the 
price of silver, which discourage foreign 
capital from investing in Mexico, tends 
to hurt her credit in the markets of the 
world. There is another reason for her 
slowness to come to the gold standard, 
This reason lies in the conservatism of 
her masses. 

A new coinage would be regarded with 
intense suspicion by the common people. 
Laborers cannot be paid in banknotes or 
in gold, for they will take nothing but 
silver, which is the medium they and 
their fathers and ancestors have known,

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THE NEW 
Although the Government is very strong 
and the people have good reason to ap- 
preciate the benefits they are getting 
from the quiet and consistent policy of 
President Diaz and Secretary LIMAN- 
Tour, there is no knowing what would 
happen if any sudden change were made 
which might frighten them into the be- 
lief that they were being hoodwinked. 
They feel already the pressure of rising 
prices without a corresponding rise in 
wages and salaries; but that makes them 
cling all the more to the solid silver peso 
to which they are accustomed. 

Employers of labor who do not have to 
buy much abroad, or purchase things 
made outside the republic, seem to be 
gainers by the fall in silver. Former 
absentee landlords find it profitable to 
remain in Mexico, since everything made 
or grown there seems so very cheap in 
comparison with prices in other coun- 
tries. The cost of turning Mexican cash 
into other money acts, in fact, as a de- 
terrent to their leaving the country. Es- 
pecially does the gréat and powerful 
class of landed proprietors, the owners 
of haciendas, enjoy the cheapness in the 
labor market. So that, while the labor- 
ers will have nothing but silver, the 
wage payers are not anxious for any oth- 
er medium which might raise wages or 
excite the workman to protest. 

Though it is generally agreed that 
sooner or later Mexico must abandon the 
silver standard, the tendency is to defer 
the evil hour because of the difficulties 
mentioned. A beginning has been made 
by the new decree that customs must be 
paid in gold at some arbitrary figure to 
be fixed as the ratio of the gold to the 
silver dollar. It is hoped in that way to 
accumulate gold in the Treasury against 
the day when her silver coins become, as 
with us, good for their full face value, 
because the National credit is behind 
them. With her credit good, as at pres- 
ent, Mexico might borrow gold in prepa- 
ration for any demand for the conver- 
sion of silver into gold, and then set a 
date for the new system to go into effect. 
But for the reasons stated here the Gov- 
ernment hesitates to adopt the untried 
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policy. 

The Government is seeking to prepare 
the public mind for this change. An of- 
ficial statement has just been issued, 
showing that by reason of the fall in 
silver, which of course affected the rate 
of exchange, Mexicans have been obliged 
to pay in silver $14,000,000 more for the 
merchandise they imported during the 
past fiscal year than during the pre- 
vious year. The gold value of the mer- 
chandise imports was about the same, 
approximately $65,000,000, which in sil- 
ver, however, has cost the Mexicans 
$147,000,000, as against $133,000,000, for 
nearly the same gold value during the 
previous year. This is an argument that 
even a Mexican little attentive to finan- 
cial problems might heed. 


GETTING FACTS AS TO WATER 
WASTE. 


It is to be assumed that the City Club 
published its recent pamphlet on the 
waste of water in New York with an ex- 
cellent purpose. This being true, more 
care in the collection and collation of 
facts would have been repaid. Most of 
the statements embodied in it were used 
in the club’s publications of two years 
ago in arraignment of Tammany cor- 
ruption and official incompetency or in 
the anti-Ramapo literature of the late 
Controller and of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation. It involves rather a _ violent 
stretch of the imagination to assume 
that these statements equally are useful 
nunc pro tunc, or that the same neces- 
sity now exists for arousing public senti- 
ment in favor of an honest and capable 
administration of the affairs of the de- 
partment which has to do with the city’s 
water supply. As to the statistics of sup- 
ply aud waste, they are neither the lat- 
est nor the most trustworthy which could 
have been had for a formal! discussion of 
this subject. We can explain the well- 
meant but misdirected enterprise of the 
City Club in printing them at this time 
only on the assumption that the mem- 
bers are ignorant of what it gives us 
pleasure to tell them in what follows. 

Commissioner MONROE of the Depart- 
ment of Water Supply, Gas and Elec- 
tricity fully appreciates the importance 
of the public service which he will ren- 
der the city in reducing the more or less 
intelligent guesswork of the experts re- 
specting water waste to an exact dem- 
onstration. This is the first step in prac- 
tical reform in the matter of water dis- 
tribution ever made in New York. Mean- 
while, the Commissioner is neither af- 
firming nor denying anything concern- 
ing the volume of the city's waste, but is 
endeavoring to maintain a judicial atti- 
tude which will permit him to decide the 
problem before him on the evidence. This 
is commendable. Under the direction of 
Chief Engineer Hitut of the department 
the entire city has been districted into 
experimental areas of one-half square 
mile each, and such provision of gate 
valves has been made as will enable any 
district to be isolated except for what 
flows into it through certain mains 
which are tapped for the insertion of an 
instrument known as the pitometer. 
This gives a practically accurate record 
of the total flow of water into an area 
under observation, in each minute of the 
twenty-four hours. In connection with 
this installation of flow-measuring de- 
vices there will be a house-to-house in- 
spection to discover and correct leakage 
at fixtures. The total metered consump- 
tion will then be tabulated, and by de- 
ducting the amount thus accounted for 
from the total use the leakage and un- 
measured consumption will remain. With 
continuous house waste stopped, or at 
least minimized, it is assumed that the 
measured velocity of flow in the supply 
mains between the hours of 2 and 4 A. 
M., when there is practically no house 


consumption, will very closely approxi- 
mate the underground leakage from 
mains and service pipes. If this is found 
in any district to represent a negligible 
quantity, costing the city less than the 
expense of finding and correcting the 
leaks, it will be assumed that there the 
waste which exists is not preventable, 
since to stop it would cost more than the 
economy is worth. When it is found to 
be large the district in which such large 
leakage exists. will be subdivided and the 
tests so applied as to locate the seat of 
serious troubie. 

This subdivision may, and in some in- 
stances will, be reduced to single blocks, 
and by this means it is expected that the 
leakage will not only be measured with a 
very close approximation to accuracy, 
but will be so sharply localized that the 
amount of excavation necessary to cor- 
rect serious leaks will result in very lit- 
tle public inconvenience. This procedure 
follows the method which gave such re- 
markable results in Liverpool, but the 
apparatus employed is very much sim- 
pler.and cheaper than the Deacon meter, 
and promises to be quite as accurate and 
fully as useful. Plans are also in hand 
to check the figures of the alleged daily 
pipeage, by the introduction of Venturi 
meters. It is quite possible that much 
less water is delivered to the city daily 
than the figures given by the present 
methods of measurement would indicate. 
The results will be of exceeding value, 
and with them the whole problem of the 
water supply of New York may be dis- 
cussed much more intelligently than has 
been possible up to this time. 

This is the first attempt made in New 
York to learn by exact methods what be- 
comes of water unaccounted for, and is 
the first scientific analysis of water 
waste made in any American city. For 
undertaking it on his own initiative Com- 
missioner MONROE is entitled to great 
credit. Thé plan is thoroughly approved 
by Messrs. FREEMAN, BurR, and HER- 
ING, the Mayor’s Commission of Investi- 
gation, and what it will show will largely 
determine the nature of their recommen- 
dations. All of which tends to confirm 
the suspicion that the pamphlet of the 
City Club is untimely, being too late for 
guesses, too soon for statements based 
on knowledge, and unnecessary as a stim- 
ulus to the Commissioner and his tech- 
nical advisers. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-In his speech before the Rochester 
alumni, Chancellor MACCRACKEN conceded 
to the advocates of shortened college courses 
the truth of their claim that under the 
present system the would-be doctor, law- 
yer, or engineer is usually older than he 
ought to be before he can earn a living by 
the practice of hfs profession, but the 
Chancellor did not deduce from that fact 
the conclusion that the degree of A. B. 
should be made meaningless and worthless 
by giving it to some for two years’ work, 
while demanding four of others. Instead, 
he advised, first, a condensation of prepar- 
atory work, so as to lower the age of ad- 
mission to college, and, second, the selec- 
tion of such studies for the last year of the 
college course that it may also count as the 
first year of the professional course. This 
latter suggestion, of course, is not new; in- 
deed, the plan has already been adopted to 
a greater or less degree in several uni- 
versities; but it has hardly received the at- 
tention it deserves as a hopeful remedy for 
the difficulties in which the recent vast ex- 
tension of the field of human knowledge 
has involved the modern student, and there 
is no general appreciation, as yet, of the 
fact that the consequent hastening of the 
attainment of a professional degree is only 
one, and perhaps the least, of its merits. 
Even in the past—the recent past, that is— 
the student whose education was supposed 
to end with the close of the regular or 
classical course has been taught something 
of anatomy, something of law, and some- 
thing. of the mathematics of mechanics. 
It would be very greatly to the advantage 
of all collegians if on graduation they knew 
as much about the rudiments of these pro- 
fessions a’ can be acquired in a year, and, 
if the intention were to enter a technical 
school, a suitable application of the elective 
system could easily fit the student for en- 
tering the second year of that school with- 
out rendering his college course materially, 
or even at all, less “‘liberal.’” With four 
years of work behind him, he could take 
his A. B. without compunction, and it 
would be worth taking. 


— Mount Vernon’s intelligent taxpayers 
have secured an injunction against com- 
pleting an expert investigation of the city’s 
affairs that has been going on for some 
time, and they have taken this action, not 
because the examination already made has 
revealed that everything is all right—it has, 
as a matter of fact, revealed that much is 
wrong—but for the peculiar reason that 
there is no hope of recovering the large 
amounts of municipal money which have 
been wasted or misappropriated! ‘* We 
would be willing,’’ say these intelligent tax- 
payers, in effect, ‘‘to spend a little money 
for the sake of getting more back, but we 
are not willing to spend it merely for the 
sake of punishing past misdeeds and of 
proving that their repetition in the future 
will be dangerous.”’ The position thus as- 
sumed is not incomprehensible, and it is not 
unfamiliar—more’s the pity!—but it con- 
victs thdse who take it of complete inability 
to distinguished between big and little evils 
and between big and little advantages, and, 
above all, it will fill those responsible for 
Mount Vernon's losses with a delightful 
sense of security as regards the past, and 
an even more delightful feeling of hope as 
regards the future, With the principle once 
established that embezzlement or malfeas- 
ance is to be punished only when the prod- 
ucts thereof can be recovered, then will it 
be a happy time indeed for those who look 
upon public office as a private snap. We 
hotice with satisfaction that some of Mount 
Vernon's taxpayers deny the wisdom of 
the economists who have obtained the in- 
junction, and are preparing to continue the 
interrupted investigation at their own ex- 
pense. That is a highly commendable plan, 
though, of course, it will be bitterly criti- 
cised by all whose liberty and reputation it 
endangers. 
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——As the conclusion of a highly eulogis- 
tic appreciation of the character and work 
of Prof. Lorenz, The New York Medical 
Journal makes the following summing up 
of what has been accomplished by the visit 
of the distinguished Austrian to this coun- 
try: “In the first place, a comparatively 
large number of our orthopaedists will have 
grasped a greater mastery over the Lorenz 
operation than they had before supposed to 
be possible. They will consequently be able 
to render more efficient aid to a particular 
class of cripples. In the second place, the 
general practitioner will be more keenly on 
the lookout for cases of congenital -disloca- 
tion of the thigh bone and more mindful of 
the need of submitting them early to the 


specialist's treatment, when the prospect of 
lasting benefit is greatest. Finally, ortho- 
paedic surgery will be elevated in the pub- 
lic esteem, and, as has already been shown, 
wealthy men will be all the readier to en- 
dow orthopaedic hospitals and dispensaries 
and to provide liberally for the teaching of 
orthopaedics.” That list presents the ex- 
pert and professional view of what Prof. 
LORENZ has done here, and the nature of 
the benefits bestowed and the order in 
which they are mentioned deserve the care- 
ful study of laymen, who have, it is to be 
feared, been somewhat misled and confused 
by the current accounts of the proféssor’s 
achievements. 


THE COUNTRY’S CONDITION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The present financial and commercial 
condition of the country seems to be a 
very peculiar one. 

We are suffering from a phenomenally 
large crop of cereals, cotton, tobacco, po- 
tatoes, and other agricultural products, 

We are suffering from an increased pro- 
duction of gold, silver, copper, and iron. 

We are suffering in nearly all manu- 
facturing industries from an avalanche of 
orders almost exceeding their capacity. 

We are suffering from unusual good earn- 
ings of our railroads and other large en- 
terprises, 

We are suffering from a famine in cars 
and locomotives, and are unable to handle 
all the freight that is offered for trans- 
portation, and, last, but not least, 

We are suffering from a revenue far in 
excess of the requirements of the National 
Government. 

The only bright spot in this gloomy 
picture is ithe high interest rate charged by 
our banks and other money lenders, rang- 
ing at times from 12 per cent. to 30 per 
cent. per annum, 

This phenomenon of a high interest rate 
in the richest country on earth, however, 
is not new and is only a repetition of what 
has happened in other prosperous years 


and is easily explained. The-volume of 
general business in most of the industrial 
branches, like clothing, other wearing ap- 
parel, shoes, fancy goods, toys, furniture, 
stoves, and hundreds of other articles, is 
twice to three times as large during the 
last four months of the year as during the 
first eight months, and in addition to this 
a crop aggregating in value about $2,500,- 
000,000 has tp be moved and partly mar- 
keted during these same last four months 
of the calendar year; our currency, how- 
ever, being of a non-elastic kind, there is 
always a stringency of money existing just 
at the time when more cash is required, 
and the more prosperous the year is the 
more acute and exasperating becomes Wis 
stringency. 

Another phenomenon in our condition is 
that we are looking with fear and gloom 
upon the abundant revenues of the Nation- 
al Gevernment; in other countries, where 
the budget is generally very evenly _bal- 
anced, such receipts far in excess of ex- 
penditures would be considered as signs 
of a healthy condition, but with us it 
means just so much more money with- 
drawn from circulation at the most inop- 
portune time. 

There is no doubt that too many great 
enterprises have been launched during the 
present year, probably more than can be 
digested just now, but other substantial 
interests outside of Wall Street are com- 
mencing to fear that they will not be able 
to obtain from their banks the usual accom- 
modations in the future, and consequently 
they are holding back and are waiting for 
developments; furthermore, the retail trade 
is already suffering somewhat. The present 
condition is, of course, created by our pres- 
ent financial and bank system, whereby 
money rules. very low during the first 
eight months and excessively high during 
the balance of the year; it is self-evident 
that the problem how to make our money, 
supply automatically elastic will have to 
be solved by some financial genius in the 
near future. 

That the Secretary of the Treasury has 
done a good deal to.relieve thé money sit- 
uation in October must be admitted, but I 
believe it is within his power and means 
to help now to tide over the next six weeks 
by additional deposits in the banks and thus 
prevent more serious disturbances. Ac- 
cording to the last statement the Treasury 
holds $90,000,000 for current liabilities and 
$60,000,000 as a working balance, but at 
the same time the current receipts still 
continue to exceed the current expenditures. 
It is a well-known fact that the $90,000,000 
reserved for ‘‘ current liabilities ”’ will not 
be exhausted within the next three months, 
and the sum of $60,000,000, supposed to be 
necessary for a working balance, may be 
considered as an imaginary safety line, 
which can be raised or lowered according to 
circumstances. 

At the present time it is not alone Wall 
Street that is to be helped, but the business 
interests of the entire country need to be 
assured that they can look with confi- 
dence into,the future, and that there is 
nothing in sight to change our present pros- 
perity. 

In order to form some idea of the magni- 
tude of these business interests outside of 
Wall Street, I quote ‘the following figures 
from the Twelfth Census relating to the 
country’s industries:

These interests are certainly great enough 
to offer aid, if it is needed and where it is 
needed.

I NEW BANKING BILL 


Mr. Fowler Introduces the Republi- 
can House Measure. 


Intended to be Urged as a Substitute 
for Currency Bill Reported at 
the Last Session. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Representative 
Fowler, Chairman of the House Committee 
on Banking and Currency, introduced a bill 
to-day which was drawn by him in accord- 
ance with the views of the Republican 
members expressed at recent conferences, 
and which will be urged instead of the Cur- 
rency bill reported.to the House at the last 
session. The bill provides “that any Na- 
tional bank may, with the approval of the 
Controller of the Currency, take out for 
issue and circulation an amount of National 
bank notes not exceeding 25 per cent. of its 
paid-up and unimpaired capital, without de- 
positing United States bonds with the Unit- 
ed States Treasurer in the manner provided 
by existing law. 

“That said National bank notes shall be 
furnished by the United States at the ex- 
pense of the respective banks issuing them, 
and shall be in the denominations of $10 
and multiples thereof. 

“ That before any National bank shall re- 
ceive any of the banknotes referred to in 
this act, it shall first deposit in the Treas- 
ury of the United States, as a guarantee of 
the payment .thereof, an amount of United 


States bonds or gold coin or both equal to 
5 per cent, of the amount of the notes so 
taken out, and such deposit shall be count- 
ed as a part of the lawful reserve of said 
bank against said notes. The interest upon 
said bonds shall be paid to the bank so 
depositing them, and if said bank shall re- 
tire said circulation or any portion thereof, 
an amount of bonds or gold coin or both 
equal to 5 per cent. of the notes so retired 
shall be returned to said bank; provided, 
however, that if it should be necessary to 
sell said bonds. for the purposes defined in 
this act, the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to dispose of the same 
and use the proceeds in accordance with 
the provisions of law herein contained.” 

A tax of one-quarter of 1 per cent. is to 
be paid of the Ist days of January and 
July of each year in gold on the average 
amount of such notes in circulation during 
the preceding six months, which tax, to- 
gether with the 5 per cent. deposited, shall 
constitute a guarantee fund. 

The bill provides that these notes shall 
~~ alien on the assets of the banks issuing 
them, 

Provision is made for the redemption of 
the notes and the protection of the United 
States in case a bank fails. 


AN EMERGENCY CURRENCY BILL. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Senator Depew 
to-day introduced a bill authorizing the is- 
suance of emergency currency by the 
Treasury Department. It provides that 


such currency shall be supplied to any Na- 
tional bank with a capital of not less than 
$50,000 to the extent of 50 per cent. of the 
bank’s capital. 

The extra capital, however, is to be sup- 
plied only in case of a stringency in the 
money market sufficiently serious to jeop- 
ardize values and imperil the commercial 
and business interests of the country. 


HEALTH IN ECUADOR. 


The Late Consul General Nast, Shortly 
Before His Death in Guayaquil, Said 
One Soon Got Acclimated There.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—It is only oc- 
casionally that a State Department paper 
contains any,pathos. A conspicuous excep- 
tion to this general rule is what is prob- 
ably the last report ever sent in by Con- 
sul General Thomas Nast, the great car- 
toonist, who was representing this coun- 
try in Guayaquil, Ecuador, where he died

SMUGGLING IN PORTO RICO. 


Big Consignment of Liquors from St. 
Thomas Seized on Lighthouse 
Tender Laurel. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Dec. 17.—Collec- 
tor Cruzen to-day seized several hundred 
cases of liquors which had been brought 
from St. Thomas on board the United 
States lighthouse tender Laurel. It is re- 
ported that certain army and navy officers 
as well as some prominent citizens of San 
Juan are implicated in the matter. 

The case will go before the Federal court, 
and the Bureau of Insular Revenue will 
also take action. It is said that this meth- 
od of smuggling has been in operation for 
the last eighteen months, and that goods 
amounting to several thousand dollars 
have been landed here. 


TARIFF FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


House Ways and Means Committee 
Asks Reduction to 25 Per Cent. of 
Dingley Bill Rates. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Chairman Payne 
of the Ways and Means Committee to-day 
reported a bill providing for the exchange 
of commodities between the United States 
and the Philippines at 25 per cent. of the 
rates imposed by the Dingley Tariff act. 
The bill passed at the last session providing 
for a civil government for the Philippines 
fixes the rates at 75 per cent. of those im- 
posed by existing laws. The bill will be 
taken up to-morrow for consideration, and 
it is probable it will be passed during the 
day, 

When the bill was under consideration in 
the committee the Democrats urged the 
removal of all dlilies, so that merchandise 
between the States and the islands should 
be admitted free. This was opposed by the 
Republicans on the ground that the 25 per 
cent, of the present duties retained will 
be of great assistance to the Treasury of 
the Philippincs. They contend that so far 
as merchandise imported from the Philip- 
pines is concerned the revenues of the 
United States would not be materially af- 
fected, nor would the imposition of 25 per 
cent. of the present duties prove in any de- 
gree obstructive to the development of 
Somseneeoe between the States and the isl- 
ands. 

Representatives Richardson of Tennessee 
and McClellan of New York submitted a 
minority report, in which they say, in con- 
clusion: ‘‘ A vote against the bill is a vote 
for the maintenance of the present rates of 
duty—75 per cent. of those imposed by the 
Dingley law. A vote for the bill is a vote 
in favor of reducing the rates imposed to 25 
per cent. If the opportunity is offered we 
shall try to amend the bill; failing, being 
powerless to relieve the country from what 
we believe to be an unconstitutional sys- 
tem and as a choice between two evils, we 
shall vote for the bill."

Diamonds Said to be Worth $24,000 
Taken by Treasury Agent at 
El Paso, Texas. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Special Agent 
J. F. Evans, stationed at El Paso, Texas,

THE NEWFOUNDLAND TREATY. 


New Englanders Represent to Senate 


Committee That It Injures 
Americans. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations to-day de- 
voted an hour and a half to hearing rep- 
resentatives from the Maine and Massa- 
chusetts fishery interests in opposition to 
the Hay-Bond treaty for reciprocity be- 
tween the United States and Newfound- 
land. 

The witnesses heard attacked the treaty 
as entirely in the interests of Newfound- 
land. 

The witnesses agreed in the statement 
that if the treaty should be ratified the 


result would be to turn our fish markets 
over to the Newfoundland people. ‘“ We 
are giving a good dollar for a counterfeit 
penny,” said Mr. Maddocks of Booth Bay 
Harbor. He called attention to the fact 
that Newfoundland produces a _ million 
quintals of fish per year, and declared that 
if the treaty should be ratified fully one- 
half of that product would come to the 
United States. This would, he said, be a 
concession of several hundred thousand 
dollars in the way of duties, whereas the 
return concession in the way of free bait 
would not amount to more than $4,000 an- 
nually.

PROF. MARTIN LECTURES. 


Literary Influence of Claude Bernard 
and Pasteur Discussed Before the 
Alliance Francaise. 


Prof. Germain Martin of the University 
of Paris, who is visiting this country as 
first lecturer of the Federation of the Al« 
liance Francaise in the United States, 
lectured last night in the West Side Young 
Men's Christian Association Auditorium be- 
fore the members of the Alliance Francaise 
of New York. The subject of the lecture, 
which was delivered in French, was: ‘* The 
Literary Influence of the Great French 
Biologist, Claude Bernard and Pasteur.” 
Prof. Martin said in part: 

‘*Among the men who have been re- 


sponsible for the greatest advance in’ posi- 
tive sciences, France is proud to number 
Claude Bernard and Pasteur. Both have 
demonstrated the importance of the method 
of observation. They paved the way to the 
great scientific discoveries and to the 
progress witnessed by the nineteenth -cen- 
tury. Nor has their influence been the 
less because their ideas have always been 
expressed in the most elegant and ele- 
vated style. They have both, indeed, given 
an illustration of the fact that a savant 
may at the same time be a great literateur, 

‘Claude Bernard was first revealed in 
that light in his book entitled ‘ Introduction 
to Experimental Medicine.’ He there showed 
how vain are the pretensions of men who 
believe themselves geniuses because they 
have merely built up a system without con- 
firming the reality of their conceptions b 
observation of the actual living world. 
‘True science,’ he writes, ‘always seeks 
for and looks without tremor at the things 
it does not yet understand.’ These pithy 
sayings are to be found in every page of 
the book. The author has given in the 
writing of it the most unquestionable 
marks of precision and of power of thought. 

‘“Pasteur’s style is not less pure, less 
chastised. It is sometimes, however, less 
incisive. In him, as well as in Claude 
Bernard, we find the passion for the true 
and the beautiful. But with this senti- 
ment is to be noted also a religion for the 
family and for the native land. Pasteur 
was seconded in his labors by his wife and 
his children, who all took a most_active 
interest in his researches. Mme. Pasteur 
may indeed be held up as the exemplar of 
those mothers, numerous in French s0- 
ciety, whom novelists have ignored @ a 
who are an honor to their country as well 
as to the women of all times.’

Power of Pretender to the Throne 
Greatly Increased. 


Nearly All Tribes East of Fez Acknowl- 
edge Him as Sultan—He Appoints 
Viziers and Has a Court.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—A correspondent of 


The Times, telegraphing from Fez, says | 


that the pretender to the throne has 
complete possession of Tesa and the 
neighboring districts. 

The pretender has appointed Viziers 
and other officials, and has set up a 
Court with every symbol of royalty. 

The tribes east of Fez almost without 
exception acknowledge the pretender as 
the Sultan. 

The correspondent says that very 
heavy rains impede the progress of the 
imperial troops. 


The reports in regard to the rebellion 
which Omar Zarahuni is heading against 
the Sultan of Morocco have recently been of 
the most conflicting character. It has been 
said one day that Omar has been utterly 
routed and that his influence has been en- 
tirely lost, and the next that his army has 
Leen greatly increased, and that his power 
is of the most formidable character. 

It appears that the Moroccan authori- 
ties have been lying systematically about 
the real condition of affairs. If a few of 
the Sultan's soldiers met a handful of 
peasants belonging to one of the tribes 
which have given their allegiance to the 
rretender, it has been declared that a 
“great victory for the Sultan has been 
Obtained. As for the occasions on which 
the pretender has beaten the imperial 
troops, nothing at all has been allowed to 
leak out officially. 

Omar is said to have once been an orai- 
nary Moroccan soldier. He began his mis- 
sion with a few conjuring tricks, by which 
the simple-minded and superstitious Rer- 
bers were completely taken in. Finding 
that he wag more successful than he had 
ventured to hope, Omar began to preaci 
larger things, and eventually prociaimed 
himself a brother of the present Sultan. 

Omar is a native of Zarahun, a mountain 
district near Fez. After serving as a sol- 
dier he went to Tunis and Algeria, where 
he is supposed to have picked up whatever 
little education he possesses, 

The pretender preaches humility of the 
spirit. He rides only a donkey. in front of 
which walks a man carrying a prayer rug, 
while behind rides a servant on a horse. 
His followers accept him as a “ Mahdi." 
He declares that he is working in accord- 
ance with tne desires of the people of Fez, 
who are only awaiting his arrival to pro- 
claim him Sultan. 

The name by which the pretender is gen- 
erally known is “‘ Bu Hamara,” “ the fa- 
ther of the she ass,’’ a nickname derived 
from his refusal to ride anything but a 
small donkey. 

At first the Moroccan Government at- 
tached little importance to the doings of 
the pretender, but afterward it realized 
that the fanatical outbreak was a good 
deal more serious than previous affan's of 
the same kind, which had come to an end 
without suppression, and a large force was 
sent against the pretender, Later it was 
announced that the Sultan, with the entire 
Moorish Army, was to leave Fez to sup- 
press the rebellion.

TAX REFORMS DISCUSSED 


President Wells Upholds Assess- 
ments on Full Values. 


Julien T. Davies, Lawson Purdy, and 
George F. Seward Also Speak at 
Association Dinner. 


Assessment of real estate at its full value 
on the market and publicity of estimates 
of Assessors so that all property owners 


; might satisfy themselves that they were not 


being taxed excessively in comparison with 
the ,kKnown holdings of their neighbors 
were spoken of last night by James L. 
Wells, President of the Tax Department, 
as the most important reforms necessary 
to secure an equalization of taxation. Mr. 
Wells spoke at a dinner of the New York 
Tax Reform Association at the Savoy 
Hotel. Others who made addresses were 
Julien T. Davies, President of the associa- 
tion; Lawson Purdy, the Secretary, and 
George F. Seward, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Taxation of the Chamber of 
Commerce, 

Julien T. Davies, in speaking of the aims 
of the association, ‘said in part: 

“The association has endeavored to strike 
at the root of the whole matter by en- 
lightening and forming public opinion with 
respect to the two principles of taxation. 
These it conceives to be that taxes should 
rest principally upon real estate and fran- 
chises of corporations—upon real estate be- 
cause it is the one species of property which 
is absolutely. in evidence; cannot be con- 
cealed; has comparatively stable value, and 
because it is required and used by every 
individual of the community. Taxes upon 
it are divided and subdivided by reason of 
its use of occupation so that they are ulti- 
mately distributed and fall upon the con- 
Sumer of the products of real estate, or 
the owner if it is unproductive. 

Taxation of the franchises of corpora- 
tions lays a burden upon earnings or sur- 
plus income, where ali taxation should, if 
possible, rest, because the earning power 
alone gives power, to corporate franchises. 
This principie, unfortunately, has been 
greatly ignored in some of our recent legis- 
lation.”’ 

Among other policies of taxation which 
Mr. Davies said the association was work- 
ing for was that of local option. He said 
that every year has seen a growth of pub- 
lic sentiment in favor of a statute that 
would enable the different taxing districts 
of the State to levy taxes either upon both 
real and personal property or upon either 
of these classes. He said the progress of 
this had been greatly assisted by the pres- 
ent policy of the State to raise the State 
lax by means of levies by and direct pay- 
ment into the Treasury of the State. When 
the different localities are relieved of the 
necessity of raising and paying State taxes, 
Mr. Davies said, probably they will be 
clear for local option in the matter of tax- 
ation. 

Mr. Wells declared that the system of 
taxing property upon a certain percent- 
age of its market value, together with 
defective judgment, neglect, or favoritism, 
which sometimes are shown by Assessors, 
had caused numerous inequalities in the 
matter of taxation, and told of the ef- 
forts of the present Tax Department to 
be just to ail taxpayers. He urged that as- 
sessments be made on a basis of the full 
valuation of taxable property. He added: 

“If greater publicity be given to the 
assessment rolls property, owners them- 
selves will detect the inequalities in the 
assessment of real estate in their particular 
neighborhoods, and take such steps for its 
correction as will protect their own in- 
terests. Thus through full valuation equal- 
ization such as we have never had be- 
fore will be brought about. It is not a 
new or untried method, but one which has 
proved successful in many of the largest 
cities in the Union, and has met the ap- 
proval of many of our own citizens and 
prominent organizations.” 

“The present Tax Department of the 
City of New York,” said Lawson Purdy, 
Secretary of the association, *‘ has never 
received adequate appropriations; it has 
never been able to employ a sufficient num- 
ber of competent men. In spite of this dif- 
ficulty the present board has undertaken a 
work the magnitude of which few people 
appreciate. Only those who have made 
some study of assessments in this city have 
any comprehension of the frightful discrim- 
inations which have been the rule.’’ 

Mr. Purdy spoke of the difficulties met 
with in an effort to secure just assess- 
ments and compared the laws of New 
York with those of Illinois, under which as- 
sessments in Chicago are made. 

‘‘The law of this State,”’ he continued, 
‘“‘and of this city requires an assessment 
at market value. Any other rule can rest 
solely upon the arbitrary and secret de- 
termination of the Assessor. It must be 
arbitrary, for there is no lawful authority 
for any rule other than that prescribed, by 
the statute. It must be secret, for under 
the oath of the Asessor he would be guilty 
of perjury if he disobeyed the law and 
would be liable to indictment if he publicly 
declared that he had deliberately broken it. 
There is no safety for the Assessors or for 
the taxpayers outside of a strict compliance 
with the statue. 

‘Every effort should be made to put 
honest men in office, but no more reliance 
should be placed upon the honesty of of- 
ficials than the necessities of the case re- 
quire. Publicity is the safeguard of both.” 

Mr. Seward spoke of the work of the 
Committee on Taxatic. of the Chamber of 
Commerce and its co- ‘tion with the 
Tax Reform Association He said he be- 
lieved that in matters o: taxation, perhaps 
more than in any other direction, the work 
of unofficial citizens is necessary, for the 
reason that the subject is not generally dis- 
cussed from an economic standpoint, and is 
so little understood.

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“FIGARO” AT THE OPERA. 


Mozart’s Comedy Performed with Over- 
flowing Spirit—The Beautiful Sing- 
ing of Mme. Sembrich and 
Mme. Eames. 


Mozart made his first appearance this 
Season at the Metropolitan Opera House 
last evening, when “ Le Nozze di Figaro” 
was given. Mr. Grau has it in his power to 
.Bive great joy to the lovers of Mozart's 
comedy in the performances that he can 
present this week, for in Mme. Senibrich 
and Mme. Eames he has two admirable 
Mozart singers, who not only possess the 
vocal art that is needed in such ample 
measure for the music, but who are thor- 
oughly conversant with the style which is 
to sO many singers of the present day a 


sealed book. And he has, as was again 
proved last evening, others who are el- 
titled to stand by them in the perform- 
ance of this work. It is to be feared that 
Mozart's sparkling comedy, however, is not 
a potent attraction to the general public 
o* operagoers. 

It is rarely absent from the season's list, 
but it rarely reaches more than a few per- 
formances Last season there were two, 
the season before there was none, and in 
previous seasons it has generally been un- 
derlined two or three times for presenta- 
tion. Last evening it was not one of the 
largest audiences of the season that was 
present. The reasons for this public indif- 
ference to what has so long shown such 
singular vitality as a masterwork are not 
far to seek. The book is one of pure com- 
edy without a sentimental interest. The 
intrigue is full of complications that are 
not clear to the average listener without a 
preveews study of the libretto; with all the 
yeauty of Mezart’s music the style is not 
one that appeals to the popular taste--and 
it is without a tenor part. 

More is the pity; for to those whose ears 
and understanding are attuned to the op- 
portunity offered there is no greater de- 
light than ‘“* The Marriage of Figaro’”’ can 
otfer. Last evening this delight was at its 
highest pitch, for such a performance as 
was then presented is rarely heard. The 
characters that play the principal parts in 
the action were in familiar hands, with the 
exception of Mr. Scotti, who for the first 
time here appeared as Count Almaviva, but 
one of the delights of the performance was 
the admirable co-operation in the humorous 
developments and the incessant unfoldin 
of the action by the representatives o 
some of the less important characters. 
Mme. Sembrich is a Mozart singer without 
a peer upon the operatic stage to-day. Her 
Susanna 1s a most familiar impersonation, 
but it seems more entrancing at each repe- 
tition. 

In perfection of vocalism, in warmth and 
purling fluency and sustained legato, in 
point and variety of expression, her sing- 
ing never seemed more beautiful than it 
did last evening; nor has she often ap- 
peared in gayer spirits and readier to the 
mischiefmaking and exuberant folly that 
fall to her to carry out. For Mme. Eames 
the part of the Countess is exactly fitted 
in its aristocratic bearing and in the qual- 
ity of the music that she has to sing. She 
is a delight to the eye in the part, and her 
singing last evening was a source of unal- 
loyed pleasure. To hear these two in the 
letter duet was a privilege that the fre- 
quenters of the Opera House ought to ap- 
preciate at its high value. 

Mme. Scheff’s impersonation of the page 
Cherubino was the weakest point of this 
remarkable performance. She ig a bewitch- 
ing picture for the eye in her slender 
shapeliness and her vivacious agility. But 
in her singing she could not hold her own 
in the company she was with Her voice 
is poor in quality, thin and unstable. Yet 
her ‘“‘ Voi che Sapete’’ was demanded a 
second time. 

Mr. Scotti’s Almavira was made known 
here for the first time in place of the 
familiar appearance of Mr. De Resgke—a 
more flexible and courtly, if less weighty 
impersonation, especially after his first 
scene in which he appeared not quite to 
have felt his way toward the spirit of the 
part. Vocally it was rich and full of ex- 
pression. Mr. Campanari’s inimitable Fig- 
aro was never more fascinating in its vola- 
tile and effervescent activity, his speech 
never more voluble, his voice never more 
rich and certain. The Doctor Bartolo of 
Mr. Gilibert was a most valuable addition 
to the ensemble—a piece of character act- 
ing of the raciest sort, and the Basilio of 
Mr. Reiss was another. 

To the spirit that was infused into the 
work of these singers and that animated 
them as with a single purpose was added 
the energy and finesse of Mr. Mancinelli, 
who conducted the performance with skill 
and electrifying vigor. 


FOR A NATIONAL THEATRE.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—James Paxton 
Voorhees, a son of the late Senator Voor- 


hees, has been laboring for a number of 
years to create sentiment in favor of the 


erection of a National theatre at Washing- | 


ton, somewhat after the manner that such 
institutions are now maintained in France. 
A bill having this object in view was in- 
troduced to-day in the House by Mr. Miers 
of Indiana. According to Mr. Voorhees, 
who may be regarded as the author of the 
bill, it has the indorsement of the leading 
actors, and, if passed, will have the finan- 
cial support from wealthy and public-spirit- 
ed men like Andrew Carnegie. 

‘*The bill,” said Mr. Voorhees, ‘‘is the 
resuit of six years of missionary work on 
the subject of a National theatre. In 1896 
I originated the first bill on the subject 
that was ever introduced so far as I know, 
and it has largely devolved upon me since 
that time to keep the subject of a National 
theatre under consideration. 

**Since that time prominent members of 
the profession have given the matter their 
careful consideration, and indorsements 
have been heartily given by such actors as 
Richard Mansfield, Henry Irving, E. H. 
Sothern, Henry BH. Dixey, Frank Daniels, 
and many others. 

“The movement has also secured an of- 
fer from Mr. Carnegie to endow a play- 
house, with the essential qualification that 
the Government should take an interest in 
the affair; and the introduction of the bill 
by Mr. Miers is the logical next step in the 
plan of meeting the requirement of Mr. 
Carnegie.”

ORCHESTRA FUND. 


Walter Damrosch, leader of the Philhar~ 
monic Orchestra, denied yesterday that he 


had authorized a statement to the effect 
that Andrew Carnegie had offered the 
orchestra $500,000 as an endowment fund, 
provided a like amount were raised by in- 
dependent subscriptions, and that the offer 
had been refused.

WILL OF HEBER R. BISHOP 


Provision for Preservation of Fa- 
mous Jade Collection. 


Now in Metropolitan, Museum—Estate 
of $3,500,000 Goes to Family 
of Testator. 


Under the will of Heber R. Bishop, bank- 
er, who died on Dee. 10, the greater part 
of an estate worth about $3,500,000 is left 
in trust for the widow, children, sisters, and* 
brother of the testator. Ample provision 
is made for the future preservation of the 
famous collection of jade which Mr. Bishop 
gave to the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
last Spring, $55,000 or more being be- 
queathed for the definite purpose of equip- 
ping a room for its keeping. Of the es- 
timated $3,500,000, only $500,000 is repre- 
sented in real estate. 

The will was executed on April 5, 1899. 
Four codicils were added later, the first 
one in the Summer of 1901, and the other 
three on Nov. 19, 28, and 30 of this year, 
respectively. Mr. Bishop died in his resi- 
dence, at 881 Fifth Avenue. His widow, 
Mrs. Mary Cunningham Bishop, and eight 
children survive him. The children are 
Heber R., James C., Francis C., and Ogden 
Mills Bishop, Mary C. Bishop, Elizabeth 
T. Harriman, wife of James Low Harri- 
man; Harriet B. Lanier, wife of James F. 
D. Lanier, and Edith Bishop Taylor, wife 
of Moses Taylor. 

The executors named in the will are 
Francis C. Bishop, Moses C. Taylor, the 
Metropolitan Trust Company, and Alexan- 
der J. Paterson, for many years the secre- 
tary of the testator. 

In reference to his jade collection, 
banker wrote in the original will: 

I have in preparation books and 
catalogues of my various collections of jade, 
bronzes, ironwork, pordelains, lacquers, ivories, 
and many other objects, and [ direct my execu- 
tors and trustees to complete the same in accord- 
ance with their knowledge of my wishes and pur- 
poses and the directions of my wife, and I direct 
my executors and trustées to set aside securities 
of the value of $50,000, the principal and interest 
of which they may use for this purpose, which 
securities,.or such as may remain after the set 
of books and catalogues are completed, shall fall 
into and become part of my residuary estate. 
The discourse upon jade and 200 catalogues of 
the collection of jade shall not be sold, but be 
distributed in accordance with the instructions 
which I have given to my wife. The 
catalogues may be disposed of as my 
deem proper, 

In the codicil of Nov. 19 last, Mr. Bishop 
said: 

In apprehension that the 
honds of the Chicago, Rock 
Railroad given to Francis C. Bishop, Moses Tay- 
lor, Alexander J. Paterson, and the senior Vice 
President of the Metropolitan Museum of Art as 
Trustees under an agreement of April 21, 1902, 
between myself and the persons named, may be 
insufficient for the purpose expressed in said 
agreement, I direct the executors to pay to the 
said Trustees out of my estate such sum or 
sums of money as may, in the discretion of the 
executors, be required in addition to the $55,000 
for the construction and equipment of a room to 
be set apart in the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
for the exhibition of the collection of jade and 
other hard stones presented by me to said mu- 
seum through the medium of the Trustees under 
said agreement of April 21, 1902. 

The testator added that the treatise on 
jade, after having been bound handsome- 
ly, should be distributed among the great 
libraries and museums of the United States, 
the entire edition to be limited to 100 
copies, 

‘he will, after making minor provision 
for relatives, in the last codicil provides that 
his four sons shall receive his collection 
ot silver on the condition that it should 
be used by Mrs. Bishop until her death.

Acrobatic Midget from Japan Who Be- 
came a Circus Clown. 


*“*General Peanuts,’ the midget clown of 
the Barnum & Bailey and the Forepaugh 
and Sells Brothers circuses, was found 
dead in bed yesterday afternoon in a board- 
ing house at 207 East Fourteenth Street. 
The belief is that he had heart disease. He 
was a native of Japan, and he had been in 
this country about. four years. He weighed 
less than sixty pounds and was two feet 
and one inch in height. 

For several years he had been looked 
after by Frank Oakley, the principal clown 
during the past few seasons of the Fore- 
paugh and Sells Brothers’ circus. The mid- 
get gave him all of his money. It has been 
said that when the midget first met Oak- 
ley, known as “ Slivers,”’ he said: 

don’t know your name or anything 
else about you, but J like you, and from 
this time on, right Straight down to my 
death, I belong to you. You have got to 
take me, and wherever you go I'll go, and 
whatever you do I'll do, I will be a clown, 
too, and you might just as well give in, 
for I am yours just as sure as Japan has 
a Mikado.” 

Oakley accepted ‘‘ General Peanuts,” who 
had been an acrobat, in the same spirit 
that he offered himself, and from that day 
always took a great interest in him and 
trained the little fellow in the ways of the 
clown. Dressed as a drum major and car- 
rying a big baton, the midget used to lead 
the clown band. His imitation of Sousa 
was amusing. He became dissipated after 
awhile. His real name is not known in 
this country. Oakley, who was in Boston 
yesterday, was informed of the death of 
his charge.

SCHOOL CHILDREN IN PERIL. 


Teacher’s Coolness Stopped a Panicky 
Rush from Building on Fire. 


Fire yesterday afternoon in an old build- 
ing at 569 Driggs Avenue, Williamsburg, 
which has been occupied for more than two 
years as a branch to Public School No. 17 
at Driggs Avenue and North Fifth Street, 
imperiled the 180 little girls, ranging in age 
from seven to eleven years, who occupied 
the four class rooms. The building stands 
on a hill, and was once known as the 


Blake Mansion. It was erected about sev- 
enty years ago. 

Miss Margaret Dowling was in charge 
of the scheol, and her class was directly 
above the furnace in the cellar. She no- 
ticed a strong odor of smoke in the fore- 
noon yesterday, but paid no attention to 
it, believing that it was due to the quali- 
ty of coal. The pupils were dismisséd at 
noon, but reassembled at 1 o'clock. Miss 
Dowling still noticed the odor of smoke. 
Twenty minutes later while giving a spell- 
ing lesson she noticed flames emanating 
from the heat register, and she suspected 
that the building was on fire, and ordered 
all her pupils to stand up and not move 
until she gave the order. Then she sent 
word to the teachers in the other class- 
rooms to immediately dismiss the children. 

Meanwhile the fire was making great 
headway. and the children in Miss Dow- 
ling’s room, who had also discovered the 
flames, became panic-stricken,and would 
have rushed from'the room but for the 
coolness of Miss Dowling, who put her 
back against the door and remained in 
that position until-the girls quieted doWn 
and then let them pass out.

COMPANIES IN VILLAGE 
Fourth Appellate Division 
by Justice Hiscock, that a 


; telephone company has the right, with the 


permission and under the control of the 
authorities, to crect poles and string wires 
through the’ main street of a-village of 
several thousand. inhabitants, notwith- 
standing that the abutting property owners 
refuse to give their eonsent. The village 
in question ts Salamanca, N. Yi The prop- 
erty owners there own to the centre of the 
street. The defendant had no right to 
erect the poles unless their erection was 
within the limits of the public easement in 
the street, and it is settled that the own- 
ership»by a property owner of the fee to 
the centre of a street does not give him the 
right to prevent any additional use of the 
street, provided such use is within the 
limits of the public easement. Justice His- 
cock held that while a city street may be 
subjected to many purposes that would not 
be necessary or proper in a country high- 
way, there was nothing to show-—as no 
hard and fast line could be drawn—what 
class the Salamanca street came under. 
The Justice said in part: ‘In considering 
what are the proper limits of lawful public 
use of a street or highway, a natural and 
well-defined distinction has been drawn by 
the courts between rural or country roads 
and city streets. Passing upon the right 
of a telephone company like defendant to 
place its wires in a public street in a city. 
this court has fully held and decided that 
such right was within the limits of the pub- 
lic easement in a city street. In the classi- 
fication of. and distinction to be drawn be- 
tween, city streets and rural highways, the 
courts have treated village streets as more 
analogous and akin to the former than to 
the latter. Such conclusion is a natural 
one. ‘No fixed and arbitrary line upon the 
subject of public uses and necessities can 
be drawn between the streets of a city and 
a village. The more populous the latter 
becomes. the more extensive will be its 
public needs and the demand for public 
conveniences. In a smaller degree than in 
the case of a large city its strects will al- 
ways, in the natural course of events, be 
subjected to greater publi and 
han the.

Joseph Jacobs, the ex-Deputy Sheriff of | 


the State of Washington, on whose evidence 
District Attorney Jerome made a raid on 
the’ gambling establishments of Richard 
A. Canfield and Frahk Fhrre!l, was under 
fire on the witness stand for several hours 
yesterday. 

In spite of all the threats of possible com- 
plaints for perjury, talk about “ gift 
horses” which the District Attorney. dared 
not look in the mouth, and other unpleas- 
ant insinuations against the energetic Mr. 
Jacobs, the witness withstood the fire di- 
rected against him much better than even 
the District Attorney expected. Ex-Gov. 
Black was as savage at times with the wit- 
ness as he was with Harry 8, Cornish in 
the Molineux trial, but Jacobs’s story, in 
essential details, was not shaken in the 
least. 


Ex-Justice Fursman scarcely got warmed | 


up-to his cross-examination. There were 
two separate cases, one against David W. 
Bucklin, Canfield’s manager, and the other 
against Samuel G. Smith, alleged to be the 
“look-out and doorkeeper’”’ 
establishment. In both cases Jacobs was 
the chief witness for the people. 

The other events of the day in the war on 
gamblers were the entry of ex-District At- 
torney Eugene A. Philbin into the situation 
as the counsel for Police Inspector Brooks 
and the continued talk of possible efforts

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FISH DEALERS IN A QUARREL. 


Fight for Fulton Market Privileges Be- 
fore the Sinking Fund Commission. 


Three rival associations of fish dealers in 
and around Fulton Market were represented 
by lawyers and business men yesterday be- 
fore the Board of Sinking Pund Commis- 
sioners when the fight over the lease of 
the Fulton Fish Market and pier rights 
were discussed. 2 

Mayor Low and Controller Grout said be- 
fore the end of the hearing that no monop- 
oly would be given to any association, and 
that the business of thg market would not 
be restricted to the eighteen firms which 
for more than thirty years have had control 
through the lease of city property. 

Dock Commissioner Hawkes presented 
plans showing the improvements which he 
proposed should be made, which would give 
the rival associations-~pf merchants an op- 
portunity to carry on and increase their 
respective business. Hitherto the city has 
received $12,000 for the lease of thé market 
and piers’ from the old association. The 
proposed new market, it is said, will net 
the city approximately $500,000, 

George T. Noon, who talked for the Ful- 
ton Market Fishmongers’ Association, was 
interrogated by Controller Grout. The facts 
brought out were that the Fulton Market 
Fishmongers’ Association occupied eight- 
een spaces in the “ Fulton Fish Market,” 
fifteen of which 2re 41 feet 6 inches by 105 
feet, The Fulton Market Fishmongers’ As- 
sociation is seeking from the Singing Fund 
a renewal of the twenty-one-year lease. 
The whole question was referred back to 
Commissioner Hawkes. 


BIG CAR ON LITTLE TRACKS. 





General Superintendent Dow S. Smith of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit system, while 
on a pleasure jaunt in a big private car 
built for the elevated branch of the service, 
yesterday afternoon tried the experiment 
of running the great vehicle over the sur- 
face tracks at Coney Island. 

Within sixty feet of the point of departure 
from the rails for which the car was fitted 


it jumped the track and ran ponderously 
across the pavement, gouging a big sec- 
tion out of the curb and bringing up with 
a crash. Its full sixty feet of length 
reached across two sets of tracks and 
blocked both effectively. The car was not 
crippled, however, for when’the power was 
reversed. the heavy wheels tore “up great 
blocks of pavement, but they did not carry, 
the car back to the rails. 

Then a Surf Avenue*car of the ordinary 
trolley type was hitched on and backed 
down, adding its power and more impor- 
tant guidance to the helpless monster. 
That was a success, for presently the big 
car began to forge back across the fur- 
rows it had made, caught the rails sud- 
denly, and then leaped upon its benefactor, 
shattering a lot of its windows. and dam- 
aging its woodwork, while the vast crowd 
of spectators gave noisy vent to varying 
emotions, in which, however, was no ap- 

lause for the departing Mr. Smith and 
his guests, traveling slowly back to the 
elevated line. Then the people scampered 
away to the waiting cars. 

The blockade had lasted from 2:35 to 4:05 
o'clock. It occurred in Surf Avenue about 
midway between the Boulevard and Coney 
Island Avenue on the way from the West 
End to Brighton Beach.
